Banned books okay in Highlands 


‘The Wizard of Oz’ was once ruled off limits 


NEWTON HIGHLANDS - Books ranging from ‘‘The American 
Heritage Dictionary'’ to ‘‘The Wizard of Oz’' have been banned at some 
time, in some part of the country but those books and others will see the 
light of day during an exhibit in Newton Highlands next week

the first book was produced,” according to Emilie Kaden, one of the 
three co-owners of Turnover Books, which will host the exhibit Sept. 5- 
11.

A volume about Dorothy and her trip along the Yellow Brick Road to 
see the wizard was banned at one point in this country, Kaden said, 
because ‘‘it had been deemed by some groups inappropriate for young 
readers and not up to literary standards.’ 

“The American Heritage Dictionary’’ was banned in at least one 
community in the United States for a time because of ‘‘obscene and ob- 
jectionable language,’ Kaden said 

Banned Book Week is sponsored nationwide by the American 
Booksellers Association, American Library Association and National 
Association of College Stores. Although a cross-section of ‘‘banned’”’ 
books will be on display at Turnover Books, a list of books banned at 
one time or another, compiled by the three organizations numbers 
more than 400

Charles Darwin's authoritative volume ‘The Origin of Species’’ felt 
the pressure of community opposition on several occassions when com- 
munity leaders found it inappropriate for young readers and objec- 
tionable on religious grounds, Kaden said 


A statement by the three sponsoring organizations of Banned Book 
Week explained the reason for hosting such public displays 


“It is the contention of the three national book organizations sponsor- 
ing Banned Book Week that individuals frequently think it all right to 
ban a particular title they might find offensive while being willing to 
fight for the right to read another book upon which they look with 
favor,"’ the release said 

Leaders of the three organizations ‘suggest that it is the right of each 
individual to choose the books she or he wants to read,”’ the press state- 
ment said. ‘‘They believe that a free people, placing a high value on the 
freedom of speech and thought, will not abrogate its freedom of choice 
in reading rr “tter.”’ 


Kaden, of the Lincoln Street bookstore, said she did not know of any 
books on the national list which had ever been banned in the Com 
monwealth, 

“As far as I know I'm not aware of any of these being banned in 
Massachusetts,"’ she said Monday. “‘So far we seem to have come out of 
it okay."’

Firm faces 


state fines 
of $17,500 


NEWTON - Owners of the firm 
which removed asbestos from 
Newton North High School this 
summer could face more than 
$17,000 in fines for alleged viola- 
tions of state labor laws. 

Officials of the state Depart- 
ment of Labor and Industries will 
discuss charges later this month 
against the firm, DPC General 
Contractors of Miami, Fla., which 
was contracted by the city to 
remove hazardous asbestos from 
Newton North, according to 
Richard King, the department's 
general counsel. 

Although 35 complaints were fil- 
ed in Newton District Court 
against DPC General Contractors 
and an October 4 court hearing 
date has been set, King said this 
week a Labor and Industries 
departmental hearing will be held 
on the issue -prior to the court 
date. King said the firm faces 
fines of as much as $500 for each 





count if the department deter- 
mines labor laws have been 
violated. 

Inspectors from the department 
filed 35 applications for criminal 
complaints against DPC General

NEWTON — By insulating the 
roof of their three-decker home| 
Anthony and Grace Carr expect to 
save more than 20 percent on their 
fuel bill this winter. 

The Carrs and 20 other Newton 
homeowners took advantase of 
reduced-interest loans provided 


by the Newton Housewarming 
Group. Through the Energy 
Savers Loan Program, eligible 


homeowners may borrow $1,000 to 
$2,000 from local banks for energy 
rovements such as inswlation, 
storm windows and weatherstrip- 
ping. To encourage energy con- 
servation and use of low-cost 
loans to reach that end in the 
Garden City, Mayor Theodore 
Mann has declared September 
Energy Savers Loan Month, 

“The loans are designed to be 
affordable, We wanted 
homeowners to be able to manage 
the loan payments along with 














their fuel costs,’’ said Muriel 
Hurovitz, program director 
The interest rate is 13% per- 


cent, which is five percentage 
points below the Federal Housing 
Authority Home Improvement 
rate, according to Hurovitz. 

Some $250,000 in loan money 
was made available last 
February by BayBanks Mid 
dlesex, Guaranty First ‘Trust 
Company and Pioneer Financial 
Cooperative Bank. Currently, 
$210,000 in loan money remains. 

The loans are available to 
homeowners whose gross family 
income does not exceed $30,000. 
plus $5,000 for each dependent 
The money may be used for a 
variety of heating improvements. 
Mass-Save provides energy audits 
and the Housewarming Group 
screens potential applicants. 

A Newtonville homeowner 
claimed he would not have added 
energy improvements to his home 
if the loan program was not 
available 

“IT would have kept putting it off 


if the loan didn't come up.” said 
Daniel Pellegrini. He borrowed 
$2,000 for insulation and storm 


windows. 

‘I expect a 22-percent savings 
this year,” Pellegrini said of his 
fuel bill, which runs $1,300 a year 





Pellegrini said money 1s tight and 
most loans are not in his budget. 
“But this is an investment,’’ he 
said, 

The repayment period is three 
to five years, with monthly 
payments of $39.75 to $46.50. 

Fuel savings averages about $30 
per month, according to Hurovitz. 

“So the loan payment is largely 
covered by the value of the fuel 
savings That is before the federal 
tax benefits for energy conserva- 
tion are taken, When the loan is 


repaid, the fuel savings con- 
tinue,’’ she said.

Walker Homes unveils 
newly gifted sidewalk 


AUBURNDALE — Ribbon- 
cutting ceremonies were held 
recently for the newly installed 
sidewalk on the Grove Street side 
of the Walkerimssionary Homes 
property in Auburndale. 

Completed last week, the 
sidewalk was made possible by 
the generous gifts of some 66 in- 
terested person, mostly Newton 
residents, as well as several 
members of the Walker Board of 
Trustees.

educated in the Boston area. It 
also served as home base for mis- 
sionaries in training to go 
overseas and missionary families 
returning to America on furlough. 
While continuing to provide a 
temporary home for missionaries 
and church leaders from foreign 
lands, it is now primarily a retire- 
ment community for mis- 
sionaries, clergy and spouses, and 
lay persons 
Today Walker Homes com- 
prises a lovely complex of seven 
buildings in a three-acre, campus- 
type setting at the junction of 
Grove and Hancock Streets 
While receiving primary 
leadership and financial support 
from the United Church of Christ, 
Walker counts among its 
residents, members of several 
other church bodies as well. 
Currently filled to capacity, the 
community numbers some 37 
residents plus five live-in staff, 








final $45,000, according to Newton 
Chief Assessor Robert Palmer. 

The Billerica contract with Fin- 
negan amounted to $280,800. The 
Newton contract amounted to ap- 
proximately $600,000. 

The company repeatedly miss- 
ed scheduled deadlines in both 
towns. The firm was scheduled to 
complete the Newton project at 
the end of January and still has 
not completed all work. Finnegan 
has also yet to complete the 
Billerica project which was 
scheduled to be finished by July 1. 

In Newton, Palmer said Fin- 
negan has yet to submit computer 
coded building sketches required 
under the contract. He said the 
sketches could take up to two 
months for the company to com- 
plete. 

Palmer explained: ‘‘What we 
have to do is to determine whether 
they have complied completely 
with the contract.”” Palmer said 
assessors are still reviewing work 
performed by Finnegan. 

Ralston stressed that the town 
has no complaints with the new 
values placed on most property. 
In fact, he said only 260 Billerica 
residents have applied for proper- 
ty tax abatements. 

Ralston, however, said the pro- 
blems with Finnegan have forced 
the town to borrow $1,000 a day to 
pay its bills. 

“This is probably grounds for 
liability,’ asserted Ralston. ‘‘This 
is damage to a community as a 
result of non-performance of a 
contract.” 

In Newton, City Treasurer 
Theodore Scafidi claimed the 
delay in mailing of tax bills cost 
the city up to $500,000 in revenue. 


representing about $2.5 million in 
uncollected taxes. 

Ralston said much of the 
revaluation work performed by 
Finnegan and Associates is either 
“incomplete or has errors.’ He 
said there was approximately 
2,500 errors on the 14,000 property 
tax bills generated and mailed 
from Finnegan data. 

Similarities in the Billerica and 
Newton revaluation saga include: 


*In both cases, Finnegan and 
Associates could not obtain the 
bond initially requested for the 
financial safety of the towns. 

*In both cases, Finnegan did not 
complete the work under the 
deadline agreed to in the initial 
contracts. 

*In both cases, the towns have 
lost thousands of dollars because 
of revaluation delays. 

*In both cases, officials have 
refused to make final payments to 
the company at this time. 

“We didn’t realize that in this 
kind of business, it isn’t like dea 
ing with your local contractor 
said Ralston, who joined Billerica 
as an assessor in August 1980. 
‘Maybe we were naive and inex- 
perienced."’ 

In Billerica, town selectman 
have voted to terminate the con- 
tract with Finnegan. In Newton, 
aldermen approved a resolution 
requesting that final payment to 
the firm be withheld because of an 
unsatisfactory performance. 

Billerica is withholding $42,000 
from Finnegan. Newton is 
withholding approximately 
$60,000, but plans to pay off $15,000 
in invoices before making a deci- 
sion on whether to hold back the

Funk says city lucky 
it didn’t join lawsuits 


NEWTON - City Solicitor Daniel 
Funk said last week a technicality 
which prohibited the city from su- 
ing the manufacturer of asbestos 
installed in Newton North High 
School now appears to be a bit of 
good fortune in light of the com- 
pany’s recent bankruptcy. 

“Just think’? Funk said when 
he heard the multibillion dollar 
Manville Corporation had 
declared bankruptcy, ‘‘if we had 
pressed the suit, we'd be sitting 
there with a lot of other people 
looking for pieces of a reduced 
pie. We’d have a lot of legal ex- 
penses and nothing to show for 
ta? 

The Manville Corporation filed 
bankruptcy in a reorganization ef- 
fort overshadowed by thousands 


of individual lawsuits filed over 
its manufacturer of cancer- 
causing asbestos. 

Funk said the city had looked in- 
to suing the asbestos manufac- 
turer a while ago. ‘‘We even con- 
sulted a products liability 
specialist,’’ he said. ‘‘But, by the 
time we sat down to look into it, 
the statute of limitation (three 
years) had run out.” 

According to Funk, there was 
considerable information 
available on the dangers of 
asbestos when the city decided to 
have it installed in the high 
school. He said the people respon- 
sible for that decision ‘tare not 
around anymore. As to exactly 
what we knew about it at that 
time, that is unclear.”

said had ‘“‘less than a 50/50 chance for suc- 
cess.” 

Chase led off the list of speakers, saying, 
“Don't think for a minute that I would leave 
my home for double the money Druker gave 
me.’’ The exact sum he received cannot be 
revealed until he vacates, he said. 

Chase mourned a neighborhood that ‘‘will 
be obliterated forever,’’ but he urged that 
“the death of Newton Corner inspire us to 
work so that other neighborhoods may pro- 
sper.” 

His hopes that the action by the Druker 
Company and the city in the development of 
Newton Corner would inspire residents to 
political action was echoed by the rest of the 
speakers at the event, including Aldermen 
Bruce Carmichael and Richard McGrath, 
the “Mayor of Newton Corner’? Tony 
Pruckner, a representative of State Senator 
Jack Backman and John Rogers of Save 
Our Homes II. 

Carmichael told the crowd, ‘‘I’m as disap- 
pointed as anybody that we couldn’t come 
up with a workable solution’? at Newton 
Corner. He said what will remain with him 
is ‘‘the necessity for a responsible approach 
to the residential needs of the city.”” 

Richard McGrath told the gathering, 
“Become political activists and the words 
on these walls will live. Otherwise, they’ll 
be knocked down by the wrecker’s ball.’’ He 
joined others in lamenting what they said is 
the demise of the neighborhood, but he add- 
ed, ‘‘there is hope. I see the seedlings of 
political activism here.”’ . 

Rick Schwartz, reading a statement 
prepared by Senator Backman, said the 
plan to demolish the buildings ‘‘dramatical- 
ly demonstrates the need for state legisla- 
tion to prevent further destruction of 
neighborhoods and the forced displacement 
of long-term tenants.”’ 

He said, ‘‘In a few cities and towns, like 
Brookline and Cambridge, there have been 
enacted by-laws to prevent destruction of 
housing units without public hearing and

consideration for the future of the tenants, 
and urged the residents to push for such 
legislation on Beacon Hill. 

“At issue is the right of families to remain 
in communities they have helped to build, 
notwithstanding the fact that they do not 
own their real estate,’’ Schwartz said. 

Pruckner, head of the neighborhood 
association in Newton Corner, said he was 
“grieved” at the most recent example of ur- 
ban renewal in the city. After 25 years of 
struggling to preserve the neighborhood, he 
said he would miss the support of the 
evicted residents and lamented ‘the lives 
and loves of people that have been 
destroyed.”’ 

In an eloquent appeal, John Rogers asked 
the gathering to ‘‘take part”’ in the manage- 
ment of the city. When you come right down 
to it, this is our city, not Mr. Druker'’s or Mr. 
Mann’s, but yours and mine,” he said. 

“The easy route is alw to blame a 
faceless ‘them’ for our deficiencies when 
the truth is that, if we do not take part loud- 
ly and often, we get what we deserve; a 
faceless, isolated and unresponsive political 
system,”’ Rogers said. 

“Tf it were your family, your property — 
and actually, of course, it is — you wouldn't 
neglect it. You wouldn't leave it in someone 
else’s hands,’’ he added. ‘‘You couldn't af- 
ford it.”” 











Vote to rebuild Hyde School

TON If members of the 
Hyde School community get their way 
this time, more than one political 
miracle will have been worked. 

The community waged a successful 
battle several years ago, and again 
after an April, 1981 fire, to save the 
school from closing. But, despite sup- 
port from the highly-organized and 
vocal Newton Highlands village for 
rebuilding the burned building for 
mixed school and other uses, the idea 
was shelved 

A vote Thursday night may bring 
the concept back to life. 

The committee created to recom- 
mend a use for the burned turn-of-the- 
century building voted unanimously 
for total restoration which would sup- 
ply classrooms, community space 
and handicapped housing for a group 
called the Boston Center for Indepen- 
dent Living 

The first obstacle the recommenda- 
tion faces is that the city’s Design 
Review Committee has already sign- 
ed a $45,000 contract for design of an 
addition instead of rebuilding 

The Wellesley firm of Kubitz and 
Pepi is due to submit these plans by 
Sept. 30. 

Alderman Rodney Barker called 
the plan ‘‘a very good idea,” but ad- 
mitted that several political bodies, 
including the mayor and the School 

















Committee, would have to “be per 
suaded." 

“IT can see the Public Facilities 
Committee upset for having spent so 
much money (the $45,000),"’ Barker 
said. 

The reuse recommendation will 
now go to the aldermanic Administra 
tion and Planning Committee 

Newton Community Development 
Authority Director Barry Canner said 
he supported the reuse committee's 
recommendation ‘‘in theory.” 


Canner said the process would ac 
tually move faster if the NCDA were 
put in charge. Several statutory re 
quirements for design review would 
not be necessary if the NCDA controll 
ed the project 

Since BCIL would be using state 
funds, the NCDA would control that 
portion of the project anyway. BCIL 
expects to receive $975,000 in state 
Chapter 689 funds if given use of the 
site. 

What came to light Thursday and 
swayed the reuse committee to make 
its recommendation was that BCI, 
actually needs less than half of the ap 
proximately 26,000 sq. ft. of space 
available if the building was restored. 





It was assumed at a public hearing 
» held in early August that the 
BCIL needed the entire building for 15 
units of handicapped housing, but 
BCIL Housing Director Bob 
DeSimone of Newton admitted he 





‘had the impression that (the burned 
building) was somewhere around 
12,000 sq. ft."’ 

We only need about 11-12,000 sq. ft 
to provide 15 units of housing,” 
DeSimone said 

The BCIL's interest in the burned 
building has been known since shortly 
after the fire, but the amount of space 
needed was news for members of the 
committee 

‘Tf 10,000 - 12,000 sq. ft. is all that is 
needed by BCIL, then why wasn’t the 
alternative of housing both the needed 
school space (5,000 sq. ft.) and the 
BCIL looked at? Why are they 
building another addition?’ commit 
tee Chairman Paul Croce said, 

Barker said he supported the pian 
because it provided handicapped 
housing and school space. “It also is a 
way of retaining the full insurance 
money and avoids building an addi- 
tion on a difficult site,” he stressed 

The city carried a full replacement 
policy on the building and, under that 
policy, the building would be com- 
pletely restored down to its pitched 
slate roof 

“But it's not going to go anywhere if 
the School Committee is opposed,” he 
said. “I hope they will react different- 
ly because this is not multiple use 
with commercial space.” 

“You know I've always been for 
multiple use and this is one (idea) 
that might go politically,” Barker 
said

Laws alone won't 
curb drunk drivers

amid the wreckage. 





Another Massachusetts family had 
fallen victim to the senseless carnage on 
our highways. 





A suspected drunk driver crossed two 
lanes of oncoming traffic and collided 
head-on with another car, killing a 
Stoughton father, his 35-year-old pregnant 
wife and their eight-year-old daughter. 
Another daughter was injured. 


The suspected drunk driver, a 30-year- 
old Hull man, was charged with vehicular 
homicide, driving under the influence and 
driving with a suspended license. 


The eight-year-old daughter was kept 
alive on life supports for several hours and 
then died of multiple head and neck in- 
juries. The sole survivor of the family, a 5- 
year-old, suffered a fractured leg and 
abrasions. 


As seems so often the case in these in- 
stances, the driver who allegedly caused 
all the carnage suffered only minor in- 
juries. 


Only last December a Dedham family of 
three and a relative were killed by a drunk 
driver. That accident occurred early 
Christmas morning as the family was 
returning home from a party. 


The state’s new drunk driving law, 
which goes into effect today, apparently 
didn’t come in time to save three members 
of a Stoughton family. It’s questionable 
whether the law would have helped save 
these lives. 


The suspected drunk driver in this case 
was driving with a suspended license, ac- 
cording to police, as well as driving an 
unregistered and uninsured vehicle. 


Under the new law, all convicted drunk 
drivers lose their licenses but only those 
convicted for the third time must be sent to 

‘ prison. A judge has discretion on a second 
conviction. 


The suspected drunk driver in Sunday 
morning's triple fatality apparently 
wasn’t deterred by the loss of his license. 


Third time offenders must serve three 
months in prison. 


The new law also creates a new felony 
crime of vehicular homocide while under 
the influence, punishable by up to $5,000, a 
10-year license loss, and imprisonment for 
at least one year. 


A person convicted of driving after 
license revocation will be jailed for a 
minimum of seven days and have the 
license suspended for five years. 

One can only hope all these tough new 
penalties will help avert tragedies like the 
one Sunday night. The real change, 
however, cannot be legislated. 

A shift is needed in the public’s percep- 
tion of the danger of alcohol, particularly 
in a nation dependent on the automobile. 
With all the bars and other drinking 
establishments, with all the automobiles, 
with all the commercials and adver- 
tisements promoting consumption, is it 
really any wonder that slaughter takes 
place daily on our highways?

Backman’s ‘selective morality’

Senator Jack Backman, writing in a recent col- 
umn against capital punishment, is more right 
than he himself seems to realize when he states 
that ‘‘it is morally wrong under any of our major 
religions for a human not immediately threaten- 
ed with harm to take another’s life.’’ I could not 
agree with him more that ‘‘there is simply no 
place for a death corps within the government.” 

Yet the irony of these statements is that they 
come from a consistent proponent of legalized 
abortion who inconsistently applies this principle 
selectively to only one end of the continuum of 
human life while denying the validity of the same 
principle when used by those who defend human 
life at the other end of the continuum. 

As a professor of philosophy and logic I know 
that throughout the history of human thought 
there have been essentially two logically consis- 
tant views of morality: the idealism of absolute 
principles and the pragmatism of relative conse- 
quences. 

Yet, exemplifying the typical liberal syn- 
drome, Senator Backman is idealistic in his at- 
tack on capital punishment, seeking to limit the 
“‘awesome power to kill ... for reasons of morali- 
ty, for reasons of higher conscience,"’ but 
becomes relativistic and pragmatic in his stance 
on abortion. 

If Backman believes that ‘the use of brute 
force to eradicate a human being should not be 
the highest act of the state,’’ how then does he de- 
fend the highest court in the nation whose Roe v. 
Wade abortion decision has allowed the eradica- 
tion of over six million human beings? 

If he decries the fact that capital punishment 
will give ‘tone human being, the governor, 
ultimate power to determine if another human

being shall live or die,’’ how then does he defend 
the power of one mother to determine if her own 
offspring shall live or die? 

If he believes that the ‘intentional killing of 
one human being (i.e. a convicted murderer) by 
another without the element of present danger is 
an offense against society,”’ is not the intentional 
destruction of the innocent human life imprison- 
ed within the womb even more offensive to socie- 
ty? 

The only possible defense of this selective 
morality is the conviction that a fetus is not a 
human life, at least until it is viable. This convic- 
tion conviently ignores the biological evidence 
that genetically each fetus is a unique individual 
from the moment of conception. For those un- 
sure of exactly when human life begins, the argu- 
ment against abortion should be the same as the 
argument against capital punishment: when un- 
sure, don’t shoot. 

If in our present judicial system we c.\nnot be 
sure, given the imperfections of human 
knowledge and judgement, that justice will 
always be done, that only the truly guilty will be 





executed and that the poor and ignorant will not 
suffer inordinately; how then can we be ab- 
solutely sure that what is being aborted is indeed 
not human? Should not the burden of proof be on 
those who seek to destroy? Have the pro- 
abortionists conclusively proved that they are 
not taking a human life? 

If one is unsure—unsure of the degree of guilt or 
of life or of humanity present, the rule should be 
not to pull the switch on the criminal or the plug 
on the elderly or the suction machine on the 
fetus. 

For Senator Backman’s selective morality to 
focus on the right to life of a few convicted 
criminals while ignoring the silent holocaust of 
millions of indisputably innocent lives is akin to 
the respectable citizens of Hitler’s Germany who 
for whatever politically expedient or morally 
comfortable reasons refused to recognize the 
human elements in the smoke from the 
chimneys.

CRWA says don’ 


To the editor; 

What used to be reserved for spring and fall 
now seems to be an all-seasons ritual for many 
citizens - changing their lube oil. More often 
than we care to recount, we have dashed 
across a street or made a quick U-turn to con- 
front someone blithely pouring thick black oil 
down a storm drain 

In each instance we have made the point 
that this is polluting the receiving waters, that 
it is illegal. That seems to alarm no one, small 
wonder, State law prohibits the disposal of 
waste oil into the waters of the Com- 
monwealth, whether directly or indirevtly, but 
few people are aware that our storm drains 
are connected to our river or its tributaries. 

Many people will do the right thing if they 
know what it is. Accordingly, we ask your in- 
dulgence in quoting the applicable statute - 
Chapter 21 section 52A as amended by Chapter 
1162 of the Acts of 1973 

“Every automobile service station, marina 
serving powered watercraft and retail outlet 
selling automobile lubrication oil shall, no 
later than June thirtieth, nineteen hundred 
and seventy-four, install on the premises and 
maintain waste oil retention facilities, proper- 
ly sheltered and protected to prevent spillage, 
seepage or discharge of the waste oil into 
storm or sanitary sewers or into waters of the 
commonwealth.” 

“Every such station, marina and other such 
outlet shall be required to accept at no addi- 
tional charge, waste oil in quantities not ex- 
ceeding two gallons per day from any in- 
dividual with sales receipts or other proof of 









t dump oil 


purchase from such outlet. Every such station, 
marina and other such outlet shall periodically 
remove or have removed the accumulated 
waste oil so as not to violate any water pollu- 
tion control or other statute or regulation.” 
The real culprits are those purveyors of lube 
oil who do not provide the required receptacles 
for used oil, No matter where you buy your 
fresh oil, you have the legal right to return the 
used oil at no charge with proof of purchase 
from that retailer. Most people use a consis- 
tant source of supply, and it helps if the waste 





oil is drained and returned at the time the ' 


fresh oil is purchased. 

A sign should be posted at the point of pur- 
chase indicating the legal requirement to 
return waste oil and the existence of the pro- 
per receptacle 

If there is no such evidence that your 
retailer is providing for the required facility 
you should notify the Office of Instant 
Response (One Winter Street, Boston, 02108 or 
telephone 242-5648). 

A letter requesting compliance will be sent 
to the retailer. It is the clear responsibility of 
all operators of automobiles, boats, and motor 

les to do their share to protect our streams. 
s also the law. 

The Charles River is making a remarkable 
comeback - do-it-yourselfers should not 
become undo-it-yourselfers and we urge your 
readers to comply.

HUD study of city? Humbug 


To the editor: 

I was interested in reading some of the 
details of the ‘‘HUD”’ profile listing Newton 
among the so troubled suburbs. 

While little information is often of little 
value, especially when applied in a manner 
which is inherently flawed, this is a clinical ex- 
ample of how poorly applied data distorts in- 
formation in a manner to misrepresent a city 
such as Newton. 

Percentages, the base of comparison as used 
by HUD, is of little value when comparing af- 
fluent, mature and stable communities 
against other communities with different pro- 
files. It appears that HUD has developed a 
perfect comparison of apples and oranges in 
this statistical study supported by federal 
funds. 

Specifically, a change in median years of 
education by percent as a comparitive figure 
appears to distort and misrepresent the actual 
information, Certainly a 1.5 percent increase 





in the percentage change in schooling years in 
Newton, as far as a net effect, probably 
represents a significantly higher total years of 
schooling when related to another community 
whose previous numbers of years of schooling 
were significantly lower. 

This type of comparison between the percen- 
tage change per capita income, change in 
housing units, and population shift all tend to' 
support this total distortion. 

It is clear that the basic problem with this 
statistical study is that it improperly con- 
ceived as a measuring devise and therefore 
the “garbage in - garbage out”’ data flow is not 
exactly the type of output that should have 
been expected. 

This does not speak very well for the people 
who commission the study nor for the people 
who perform the study.

CHESTNUT HILL — From the pitch-dark and silent room came a pier- 
cing scream from unsuspecting children when a sudden BOOM 
thundered through the air. Their shrieks turned to laughter when, not a 
ferocious monster, but a dazzling magician and his lovely female assis- 
tant appeared from a red puff of smoke.

Soon an energetic bunch of well-groomed poodles danced their way 
around the stage as a graceful leopard courageously leaped through 
flaming rings and a daring young woman flew through air. From the 
packed forum, dabbed with polkadot balloons, the spectators waived 
their sparklers in delight. 

The colorful event was the first fund-raiser circus sponsored by the 
Newton Kiwanis and held last week at Boston College. It was 
everything a good, old-fashioned circus should be. And the Kiwanis 
Club members said they hope the one-night show was a hit because 
they would like to make it an annual event. 

If the words of the late P.T. Barnum still mean anything, the odds are 
in their favor. For, as Barnum once observed, as long as there are 
children, there will always be circuses. 

Some 3,700 adults and children were dazzled by magicians and stunn- 
ed by daring acrobats from Events International, a nationally known 
group which performs in 250 cities a year. 

The Kiwanis sponsored the circus to benefit the club’s charitable 
society and to entertain hundreds of the handicapped and aged.

of Change Middlesex County, a 
reform-minded group which has 
taken aim at the commission’s ac- 
tions.

New faces greet students as school starts 


NEWTON For teachers and 
kids, the start of another school 
year means a lot of new faces and 
names to remember. But, for 
several new administrators, there 
is even more to learn. 


At the top of the list of new ad 
ministrators is new Superinten- 
dent Dr. John Strand, whose 
previous job was as superinten- 
dent of the Pelham, N.Y., schools

DR. JOHN STRAND 
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Schools faced largest enrollment drop 


NEWTON Last year the 
Newton schools experienced its 
single largest decline in student 
enrollment, a drop of 6.4 percent 

Much of the decline was at- 
tributed to increasing numbers of 
Newton children attending 
private schools, a trend which 
new school Superintendent Dr. 
John Strand has pledged to ag- 
gressively challenge. 

Strand, former superintendent 
of the Pelham, N.Y. schools, 
comes to Newton from a school 
system which had ‘‘a_ very 
elaborate system" for keeping 
track of kids who were consider- 
ing the change to private schools. 

In 1974, about 11 percent of 
Newton’s school-aged chidren 
opted for private and parochial 
schools. In 1980, the figure hit 15 

















percent. 

But Strand is confident the 
trend can be reversed if the school 
chief, the School Committee and 
principals are “prepared to listen 
to these people, find out what their 
concerns are and begin to address 
them."’ 

For this school year, Director of 
Research and Planning, Dr. Vin- 
cent Silluzio, says the enrollment 
decline will continue by about 5 
percent to a total city-wide enroll- 
ment of 11,070. Trends in enroll- 
ment in private schools will not be 
available until Silluzio makes his 
annual enrollment report in early 
October. 

“That figure is probably high,” 
Silluzio si as the opening of 
school on Sept. 8 approaches. 

There will be at least 38 new 








faces this fall as the result of the 
closing of St. Jean's or St. John 
the Evangelist School on Water 
town Street in June. Of the 83 
students enrolled in this parochial 
school, 38 will be attending public 
school 

“That won't have much of an 











impact at all because they're 
spread across the grades and at- 
tending different schools,” 
Silluzio observes 


The peak enrollment for the 
Newton schools was in 1967 at 
18,424 and since then the trend has 






been only downwar forcing 
several school consolidations. 
But, Silluzio says cheerily, 


kindergarten enrollment is ex 
pected to climb upward again this 
year and next, leveling off for 1984 
before increasing again in 1985. 
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However, he adds, ‘I expected 
kindergarten enrollment to be a 
little higher this year than last. I 
expected that the year before, too, 
but it didn't happen.” 

“We'll just have to wait and see 
what happens,” he says 

Because of an increase in the 
number of births in recent years, 
Silluzio also expects elementary 
school enrollment to increase by 
about 30 students in 1985, the first 
increase in 24 years 

Although the School Committee 
has said that school consolida- 
tions will no longer be necessary, 
Silluzio says his long-range pro- 
jections (one factor in consolida 
tion decisions) will have to be 
revised if the increases he has 
projected don't occur or if enroll- 
ment declines at a surprising 
rate

Mason, Faherty signed by Pirates 


Waltham hurlers get pro shot

They are as different as two pit- 
chers can be — Waltham’s Don 
Mason and Sean Faherty are — 
but they both possess that one at- 
tribute which all professional 

s covet. They can bring the 
hat’s what every team 
looks for,’’ says Rick Grant, who 
coached the Watertown Hibos this 
season in the Inter-City League 
and briefly played professional 
baseball himself. ‘‘You can 
always teach them to pitch. But 
do they have the tools to begin 
with?” 

Apparently, the Pittsburgh 
Pirates and area scout Chick 
Whelan believes Mason and 
Faherty do because he signed 
them both to contracts this month 
to attend Pittsburgh's Rookie 
Camp next February in Braden- 
ton, Fla. 

The contrasts between the two 
hurlers are obvious. Mason is a 23- 
year-old righthander who recent- 
ly graduated from the University 
of Maine and spent this summer 
toiling for Al Scafidi’s Embassy 
Trophy. Faherty is only 20, stands 
6-5, weighs 195 pounds and, 
perhaps most importantly, is a 
southpaw. ‘He has the magic in- 
gredients,”’ s Grant, his coach 
this summer at Watertown. ‘‘He’s 
young and a lefty. Every team in 
baseball is searching for talented 
lefthanders.”’ 

For Mason, this month's signing 
was the end of a long wait. Scouts 
had been reviewing his work ever 
since he left Buckingham, Browne 
and Nichols in Cambridge four 
years ago and entered Maine. His 
team went to the College World 
Series this spring, and Mason was 
a respectable 4-1, but when he 
wasn’t drafted after graduation, 
he thought his chance had gone by 
the boards, ‘‘He just about gave 
up hope then,’’ admitted his 
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mother, Rita, Wednesday night. 
“He wasn’t even that excited at 
first when they finally signed him. 
But then he thought about it and 
figured, ‘what the heck, this is my 
one big chance. Not many people 
get it.’ So he’ll be giving it his 
best.” 

The 6-3, 200-pound Mason is not 
a youngster by professional stan- 
dards. At 23, he’ll be considered 
an old rookie, and one that will 
have to produce quickly. But, to 
his credit, he’s had four years of 
top-level college ball and has pro- 
ven that when he’s right, he can 
be devastatingly overpowering. 
“T’ve never seen him throw better 
than that game against Woburn,” 
says Scafidi of the night two 
weeks ago when Mason fanned 16 
batters in an eight-inning Stan 
Musial State Tournament contest. 


Faherty, on the other hand, has 
age if not experience on his side, A 
1980 graduate of Waltham High, 
Faherty attended Bentley College 
last year, disliked the school, and 
had an off-season on the baseball 
diamond as a result. “I wasn't 
happy there and it definitely af- 
fected my performance," says 
Sean, ‘‘Even if I hadn't been sign- 
ed by the Pirates, I wasn’t going 
back to Bentley this fall."” 

He was overpowering for 
Grant's Hibos, however, including 
two one-hitters in a 4-2 season. 
“His statistics don’t look that 
great,"’ says Grant, “but Sean 
was the best pitcher I saw in 
either the Inter-City or Musial 
level. I saw some of the supposed 
superstars in those leagues and he 
was head and heels above them 
all." 

Faherty’s best pitch is his 
fastball, which has never been 
clocked but Grant figures is in the 
high 80s. ‘‘His moves, though,’ 
says Rick, “Others I’ve seen 
throw it flat. It’s like serving the 
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ball up on a platter. The good hit- 
ters will catch up to it eventually. 
But Sean’s jumps around and 
that’s what makes him tough.”’ 

Faherty also sets the fastball up 
nicely with an effective slider and 
curve. 

His chief asset, says Grant, is 
his age. ‘‘He’s young enough that 
the Pirates will work with him. 
They'll stick with him until he’s 23 
or 24 and take the time to teach 
him.” 

Grant was instrumental in 
Faherty signing with the Bucs, He 
saw Whelan one Sunday at a 
ballpark and told him that the 
best pitcher he’s seen all year was

anges plans Agreement on parking need 


to help save golf course

NEWTON A developer's plans which 
threatened to seriously shorten the Newton 
Commonwealth Golf Course have been altered 
to the satisfaction of the club’s golf pro Ken 
Campbell 

“They really came around. It’s almost too 
good to believe,’ Campbell said of represen- 
tatives of Barkan Properties, the developer 
planning to build 38 apartments on two sites 
around the perimeter of the course. 

A month ago, Campbell said a revised ver- 
sion of Barkan’s original proposal threatened 
to make the links nky dink’’ by shortening 
the yardage drastically. He said the par for the 
course might go down to 68 under the revised 
proposal 

He said negotiations involving Barkan 
representatives and Jane Pitt of the Newton 
Commonwealth Management Corp. were go- 
ing nowhere until Monday morning, when 
some real compromises were arrived at. ‘‘As 
of Friday, I was going to get all the golfers 
together to march down to City Hall and shoot 
this plan down,”’ Campbell said. 

The compromises arrived at amount to 
something like the original proposal, he added. 

The second fairway, which cuts close to the 
site of proposed housing units off Kendrick St., 
was in jeopardy a month ago because the 
developer needed to encroach upon it more 
than originally planned. 

Campbell said that problem has been resolv- 
ed by Barkan’s offer to fill in a large pond in 
the middle of the fairway. ‘That will give us 
twice the hitting area,”’ the pro said. He added 
that a smaller pond would probably be con-

He said the agreement 
arrived at Monday ‘‘moved the apartments up 
the hill and tilted them as we asked for 
originally.

Campbell added that Barkan, in a further 
compromise, agreed to deed some very small 
pieces of land to the golf course which are 
crucial to its continuity.

Barkan further agreed to give the golf 
course the fill which will result from dredging 
deep catch basins to drain off water from the 
areas to be developed. Campbell said there 
was some difference of opinion on who the fill 
belonged to, but that the developer finally 
agreed to deliver it to several sites on the 
course which will need to have new tees built 
up. 

The club pro still does not feel comfortable 
with Barkan’s plan to put a swimming pool 
where there are now tennis courts to the right 
of the first tee. ‘‘A lot of golf balls get hit in 
there,”’ he said, and added that some fencing 
and roofing will probably be needed for protec- 
tion. 

Campbell estimated the course will be 
shortened by a total of 200 yards and will end 
up with a par of 70. 

A public hearing will be held on the golf 
course and the developer's revised proposal 
Wednesday night at City Hall.

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‘Suspicious’ 
blaze fought 
by more than 
20 companies

NEWTON CORNER — Less than a week 
after the last tenants vacated the Nonantum 
Block, a ‘‘suspicious’’ five-alarm fire ripped 
through the structure Sunday night bringing in 
more than 20 fire companies and sending up a 
cloud of smoke visible for miles. 

Fire officials are investigating the blaze - 
the first five-alarm fire in Newton history - 
which took about 100 firefighters more than 
eight hours to control. 

Fire Captain Carmine Tedesco said the 
blaze started on the basement level and was 
“definitely suspicious.”’ 

“We were worried about the possibility of a 
fire here,’’ said Tedesco. 

According to Newton Fire Chief Edward 
Reilly, it was the first time Newton had struck 
five alarms to call in assistance. 

“The fire spread more rapidly because it 
was open and vacant,”’ said Reilly. 

Hundreds of onlookers watched as 21 engine 
and ladder companies battled the three-level 
inferno at 293 Washington Street, part of the 
Nonantum Block which was slated for demoli- 
tion this month. 

The spectacular blaze, which started just 
before 7 p.m., caused smoke and flames that 
could be viewed several miles away from the 
three-story wood-framed building. 

Traffic from Washington Street, Brighton, 
the Massachusetts Turnpike, and Watertown 
was backed up for blocks as several Newton 
Police cruisers detoured traffic away from 
Newton Corner. 

Some 200 patrons safely evacuated the Para- 
mount Theater, located next door to the burn- 
ing building. 

Flames and smoke were pouring from the 
rear and left side of the building when 
firefighters arrived. Several firefighters 
entered the top floor looking for the blaze. But 
the fire spread rapidly through a cock loft and 
the firefighters were forced to leave the flam- 
ing building. Two firefighters were injured

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The fire at 293 Washington Street became the 
first five-alarm blaze in Newton's history.

NEWTON - Chamber of Com- 
merce members surveyed on na- 
tional issues appear bullish on 
cutting the federal deficit and tak- 
ing a closer look at hazardous 
waste disposal, but reserved on 
Uncle Sam’s support for day care 
and a unilateral nuclear weapons 
freeze. 

The recent survey of national 
issue questions indicated Newton- 
Needham Chamber of Commerce 
members strongly favor con- 
tinued federal support for housing 
for the elderly, with 78 percent 
voting in favor and only 13 percent 
opposed. 

Support for a federal program 
for hazardous waste treatment 
and disposal brought a 76 percent 
affirmative response, again with 
13 percent of those responding op- 
posed. 

The survey, similar in format to 
one on state issues conducted last 
fall, brought a 19 percent response 
- about 100 chamber members - 
according to Executive Vice- 
president Lewis B. Songer. 

The response on support of

“The Chamber has as a cor- 
nerstone the increase in housing 
availability in our area,” he said 
Friday. ‘That question and its 
response relating to housing has 
been referred to the Planning and 
Zoning Committee for further 
consideration.”* 

Songer said evidence of strong 
opinion from members either for 
or against an issue is forwarded 
for study by members of the na- 
tional Chamber of Commerce. 

On the issue of federal support 
for day care facilities, 44 percent 
of the members who responded 
backed the issue while 42 percent 
were opposed. Support for a 
unilateral freeze on nuclear 
weapons production was only 22 
percent but a proposal for a bi- 
lateral freeze brought a resoun- 
ding 73 percent backing 

Songer said the issue of ‘‘reduc- 
ing the federal deficit’’ was deem- 
ed the most important of the 
issues on the survey by those 
responding 

The question was broken down 
into four choices: reducing the

deficit by reducing defense spen- 
ding (60 percent in favor, 32 per- 
cent opposed); reducing dothestic 
spending (63 percent for, 26 per- 
cent against); inereasing so- 
called ‘‘sin taxes’’ on alcohol and 
tobacco (78 percent for, 14 percent 
against); and postponing tax cuts 
(43 percent for, 48 pércent 
against). 

Besides the sizeable interest by 
members in cutting the federal 
deficit, Songer said those respon- 
ding cited closer consideration of 
the hazardous waste disposal and 
treatment problem as the second 
most important issue. 


“It's a problem every place,” 
Songer said. ‘‘Unless there is 
some type of economic incentive 
established to recycle the wastes 
or maybe produce new products 
from wastes, we're going to con- 
tinue to do what we're doing now, 
which is to ship things to 
Alabama 

“Sooner or later Alabama is 
just going to say ‘put your hazar- 
dous waste someplace else’ and 
then we will really have a_ pro- 
blem,”’ he said.

New numbers game at the ‘T’ 


NEWTON — The ‘T’ will be running new 
numbers, as of Saturday, when local buses will 
sport new route numbers. 

While MBTA officials say the changes are 
intended to ‘‘facilitate pa ngers’ 
familiarization with the route structure,” 
Newton Highlands resident, Dr. Ernest 
Loewenstein, a member of the mayor's Ad- 
visory Committee on Transportation, wonders 
if the change won't just create confusion since 
riders have become accustomed to the current 
numbers. 

According to Loewenstein, the change 
necessitates changing the roll signs on buses, 
painting new bus route numbers at certain 
stops and, he stressed, getting the word out to 
the public. 

“T have no personal opinion one way or the 
other,’’ he said last week, ‘‘although it does 
seem like make work.” 

The changes will affect 16 routes, including 
routes serving Waltham, Watertown, 





Needham, Cambridge, the Dedham Mall and 
Burlington. 

MBTA Superintendent of Planning and 
Scheduling David Marchand said that while 
the changes appear confusing, they ‘‘should 
have been done many years ago” to make it 
easier to use MBTA buses. 

According to Marchand, the history of the 
route number structure goes back 30 or 40 
years when numbers were assigned starting 
with the low numbers for downtown Boston 
routes and “‘then going in sort of a clockwise 
fashion’’ in assigning route numbers to the 
north, east, south and west of Boston. 

For some reason, this ‘‘fashion’’ didn’t hit 
these 16 routes which have numbers in the 500s 
and 700s and the change is designed to put 
these route numbers back into the sequence. 

Once accomplished, Marchand said it will be 
easier not only for MBTA employees to learn 
the route structure, but for people unfamiliar 
with the buses, 


Two-alarm blaze guts house 


NEWTONVILLE — Careless disposal of a 
cigarette appears to have caused the two 
alarm blaze which gutted a two-family home 
on Claredon Street last week, according to 
local fire officials, 

Fire Lt. John Pescolido said Friday the fire, 
which caused an estimated $25-50,000 in 
damages, was accidental. 


Pescolido said the smoke alarm saved the 
lives of four residents. Residents were sleep- 
ing when the piercing sound of a smoke detec- 
tor alerted them to the blaze which swept 
rapidly through their home at 35 and 37 
Claredon Street early Thursday morning. 

The four occupants of the house escaped 
unharmed, although one Newton firefighter 
was seriously burned when a ceiling collapsed 
on top of him, 

Gertrude Konetzyn, her elderly father and 
Joseph and Laura Murphy, woke up at 1:30 
a.m. to the sound of the smoke alarm, Konet- 
zyn said. They rushed from the house and call- 
ed fire headquarters.

der trucks and Assistant Chief Karl Meinhart 
responded to the scene.

chen window and the second-floor bathroom 
window of the 242-story, wood-framed house. 

Lt. Pescolido said the fire began in the first- 
floor kitchen of the Murphys’ apartment. 
Flames swept rapidly up to the second floor 
and throughout the entire rear of the house, 
bursting through the roof. 

Newton Fire Chief Edward Reilly arrived on 
the scene within moments of the first alert and 
struck the second alarm, fire officials said. 

As firefighters dragged a water hose up the 
staircase from the first floor, a ceiling collaps- 
ed and poured flames on top of Newton 
Firefighter Richard Williams. Firefighters 
said Williams was in the attic searching for the 
fire when the collapse occurred, 

Williams was rushed to Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital where he was treated for second 
degree burns on his face and arms. He was 
later released,

Lt. governor's job 
should be nixed 


Massachusetts can do very nicely 
without the office of lieutenant governor. 


This newspaper favors abolition of the 
number 2 position as it is now being filled. 
The split election of the two chief constitu- 
tional officers doesn’t make any sense at 
all. 


Point number 1: There are no specified 
duties for the lieutenant governor. He or 
she is there to act in a caretaker capacity 
if the governor leaves the state for any 
length of time. He or she also is in the 
wings to fill the vacancy in the guber- 
natorial chair if the incumbent resigns, 
dies, becomes incapacitated or should be 
removed for malfeasance. 


Point number 2: On a cost basis, the of- 
fice is an expensive luxury for the Com- 
monwealth. For fiscal 1983 that cost is 
close to $400,000. Directly budgeted for the 
department is $197,610, along with $193,781 
for the federal-local relationship. 


Salary items include $30,000 for the 
lieutenant governor, $35,000 for a chief of 
staff, $35,000 for a chief policy advisor, and 
$30,000 for a press secretary. And big pay 
raises are in the offing! 


Point number 3: The Commonwealth 
made a grave mistake by separating the 
governor and lieutenant governor from 
single ticket pairing, as is done in the U.S. 
presidency. The change made a dozen 
years ago set the stage for just the kind of 
situation that developed in 1978 when Ed 
King knocked off Mike Dukakis and 
Thomas O’Neill was re-elected to the se- 
cond spot. What Massachusetts got was a 
sharply divided administration. 


Dukakis and O’Neill were a liberal team 
who got along handsomely. What with his 
dad as a Washington powerhouse, young 
O’Neill fitted nicely into a federal funding 
liaison role. Conservative King was out to 
push his own wagon in Washington with 
Jimmy Carter and it wasn’t long before 
alienation between O’Neill Jr. and the new 
governor set in. 


The second year of King’s incumbency 
saw O'Neill launching a drive for the 
governorship himself, which brought the 
warfare out in the open, so to speak. There 
were no assignments from King, obvious- 
ly. O’Neill had nothing to do but push some 
self interest projects of his own and engage 
in total compaigning. 


Which brings us to the present. While 
candidates on this year’s ballot will say 
they intend to try to work with the suc- 
cessful corner office combatant, it is clear 
the only real purpose for anyone’s lieute- 
nant governor quest is to use it as a laun- 
ching pad for future political success. That 
being so, and we fervently think so, there 
is no reason to have such a position. 


Succession could very readily be 
established by means of a special election 
requirement or automatic assignment to 
another constitutional officer. An alter- 
native could be in reverting to the prior 
system of electing a two-man team, 
thereby making sure the winners are com- 
patible. 


As of now, unfortunately, the lieutenant 
governor job is a zero.

The race for a seat on the Mid- 
dlesex County Commission may ap- 
pear insignificant or obscure to 
many voters. The governor’s race 
has, understandably, dominated the 
political arena so far this year. 

Yet the correct choice by voters 
for the commission could spell a 
change in a tradition of patronage 
and secretive management on the 
county level. 

Bill Schmidt of Newton, on leave 
from his job as executive assistant 
to County Sheriff Edward Hen- 
neberry, is the best man for the job 


of Middlesex County commissioner.

In the matter 


George Reissfelder had his face in the paper 
and his name in headlines two times in his life 

The first time was when he was found guilty of 
murder in 1966 and sentenced to life in prison. 

The second time Reissfelder made the news he 
was walking out of prison, a free man, his 
sentence commuted and 16 years of his life were 
gone. 

From the day he was arrested, Reissfelder 
contended he had nothing to do with the murder 
of a railway express clerk at South Station in 
Boston. But then again, few people charged with 
murder ever come right out and admit to it. 

Reissfelder was adamant, in spite of evidence 
presented against him. He was sentenced to life 
in prison. 

A deathbed confession by Reissfelder’s alleged 
accomplice to a priest started the gears turning 
toward his release almost a decade later, 

Backup testimony from a former prison 
chaplain and six law enforcement officers helped 
spring Reissfelder from prison. 

It took 16 years but the burden of evidence 
eventually swung full circle in favor of George 
Reissfelder. He may or may not have pulled the 
trigger. But enough people came forward in his 
defense - including the man who did confess to 
the murder - to free him from a life in stir. 

George Reissfelder's 16 years in prison and 
running from the law during a three-year period 
as a fugitive comprise the best case against ever 
voting to allow capital punishment in 
Massachusetts. 

Reissfelder was found guilty of murder and 
sentenced to life in prison. Sixteen years later he 
was released, a serious doubt having been cast 
on his original guilt. 

If the death penalty is approved by voters in 
November certain murder convictions will carry 
death as the sentence. George Reissfelder lost 16 
years of living in what he always contended was

Air tests are all well below the informal ‘stan 
dard’ adopted by the Mass. Dept. of Labor and 
Industries Division of Occupational Hygiene 
(i.e, 0.04 fibers per cubie centimeter of air)."’ 

School Department Director of Support Ser 
vices Roy Cornelius said the city typically 
hires Spooner to test the building after 
removal work and that the School Department 
will conduct no testing of its own

Ken Campbell, the golf pro at the club, and 
members of the Newton Commonwealth 
Management Corporation voiced their support 
of the revised proposal, saying the developer 
had been cooperative in striking a com- 
promise which would preserve the integrity of 
the golf course 


Leo McCarthy, who introduced himself as 
‘a resident of any number of sand traps on 
Newton Commonwealth,” elicited a round of 
applause from local golfers when he told the 
committee, ‘‘The golf course will not be viable 
if these changes are made. It will no longer be 
a golf course. If you're going to give a little 
away, give it all away.” 








After the proposal was approved and passed 
on to the full Board of Aldermen, Morris con- 
cluded the meeting saying, ‘‘It's unfortunate 
we can't have everyone walk out of here think- 
ing this was a good plan.”

Before the fire Sunday, 
demolition had begun

NEWTON — Only a handful of 
curious kids were there when the 
body of the turn-of-the-century 
apartment complex at Newton 
Corner began to be lowered into 
the grave early last week. 

The wrecker’s crane took its 
first swipe around noon Tuesday 
and, hours later, half of one of 
several doomed buildings was a 
heap of rubble. Wallpaper and 
woodwork forgotten homemakers 
had labored meticulously over 
through the years lay exposed to 
the casual glances of speeding 
turnpike travellers as the walls 
were ripped away. 

The wrecking ball had already 
brought down some of the Newton 
Corner buildings before a fire, 
termed ‘‘suspicious’’ by Newton 
fire officials, gutted a section of 
the block along Washington 
STreet Sunday night. 

But early last week the scene 
was one of routine demolition. 

Once-comfortable homes were 
now rubble to be picked through 
for tasty tidbits and serviceable 
parts. Members of the wrecking 
crew gathered in a weedy field 
next to the remains of the broken 
building to sift through some per- 
sonal papers they had found. 


“ An old man stumbled through 
the broken bricks, shouting 
broken curses through broken 
teeth toward the wreckers. The 
man reflected the frustration of 
all those who had tried so hard to 
preserve the precious residential 
community at the Nonantum 
Block. 

The buildings at the foot of 
Washington St. will soon give way 
to ‘Newton Place,’’ two four- 
storied office buildings to be com- 
pleted by the Druker Company in 
1984. 

Asked what he thought of 
“Newton Place,’’ the displaced 
denizen of the old neighborhood 
said, ‘‘Politics! It’s all politics! 
Those guys.... They’re all kissing 
each other!”’ 

The man pointed to the partially 
demolished building and said he 
had saved 24 people from a fire 
there 59 years ago, when he notic- 
ed smoke coming out of a base- 
ment window at five o’clock in the 
morning and set off a fire alarm 
box. 

“They were all good peo- 
ple...honest, hard-working peo- 
ple,’’ he said of the early residents 
of the building. ‘‘They worked for 
Boston Elevator. They were con- 
ductors on trains.... It was a real 
nice place to live.”’

Chief urges driving caution 


NEWTON Chief William F. 
Quinn said last week that ‘school 
reopening means more than just 
the end of summer.” 

“It means that our sidewalks 
will be populated with thousands 
of children; from five to seven- 
teen,’’ Quinn said. Children will 
be crossing streets, walking to bus 
stops, waiting in groups for school 
buses between 7 a.m. and 8:30 
a.m. in the morning. 

During the day there would be 
lesser movement of children 
crossing streets at noon to 2 p.m. 
on Tuesdays and Thursdays, and 
from 3 p.m. to 3:30 p.m. on Mon- 
day, Wednesday, and Fridays. 
After school, many of these 
children, depending on age, will 
be hauling to libraries, business 
districts and other places of in- 
terest. ‘In short’’, Quinn said, 
“each September rolls around as 
though June and the previous 
school year never existed‘. 

“We must be prepared for new 
pedestrian patterns; new crossing 
of major streets,’’ the chief said. 
“Because our school buses will be 
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making multiple trips to various 
schools, it may appear as though 
we are running 120 buses when ac- 
tually we are running 40 buses to 
serve our children.”’ 

Motorists driving to work or 
driving children to school should 
be aware of the new patterns of 
pedestrian movement and those 
driving to school should discharge 
passengers in a safe place in the 
vicinity of the school, preferably 
from the right side of the car to 
the sidewalk. 

Some schools do not allow stop- 
ping or parking on the school side. 
If this is the case, the driver 
should discharge the children at 
the nearest traffic supervisor for 
safe crossing.

NEWTON CENTRE — If you're carrying the clout of the booming 
computer industry with you, starting a new business can be a little less 
seary. 

And, although this is a first-time venture for Nancy Alimansky, 41, of 
Newton Highlands, she is calm and confident as opening day nears 
because the computer resource center she and a partner have founded 
will meet a growing need for computer instruction. 

Located in Langley Place, a newly-renovated former church in 
Newton Centre, The Computer Forum, Inc., will serve as a “practical” 
computer center where the focus of courses for both business ex- 
ecutives as well as continuing ed and childrens courses will be to take 
the mystery out of using computers. 

Most fall term courses will start Sept. 20, but an open house will be 
held Sept. 12 from 1-4 p.m. at The Computer Forum, 10 Langley Rd., for 
the public to get acquainted with the facility. Special sign-up rates will 
be offered for people who sign up at this open house. 

The basic philosophy of the Forum (which is certified by the state 
Dept. of Education), Alimansky explains, is hands-on experience = pro- 
viding a setting where people have immediate access to a computer 
and can put into practice what they have learned. There will be no 
lines, no waits for computer time and the instructor is there to assist, 
advantages of The Computer Forum which Alimansky stresses. 

Class size is limited to 24 people who would work in teams of two at 
one of 12 Apple IT systems which have a 64K memory and are equipped 
with two disk drives. Classes at the Forum deal primarily with packag- 
ed software for a variety of aplications, but some programming 
courses are available as well, according to Alimansky. 

“We want people to feel it (The Computer Forum) is a comfortable 
place to come and browse through,’’ Alimansky says. ‘We really have 
a great team of people...and my philosophy has been to find people 
(instructors) who are really superb communicators and who can teach 

omputers in a relaxing way. 

“This is not meant to be a high anxiety trip,”’ she adds. 

Nevertheless, adults often find ‘the machine”’ frustrating, she says, 

So the people who teach are well aware of this."’ 

Alimansky, who was a French teacher for 15 years in local public and 
private schools, first got interested in computers about two years ago. 
“Tf I can learn it, anybody can. I am a liberal arts person. I was totally 
terrified,’’ she emphasizes. 

While a graduate business student at Boston College, she was ap- 
proached by Joel Skolnick, 38, of Needham, to consider the idea of go- 
ing into the business of computer instruction. 








Skolnick’s background is in the retail end of the computer industry, 
and his experience convinced him of the need for an integrated pro- 
gram of instruction for business professionals and others, 


She extensively researched the market and became a believer. 


Providing business executives with instruction is the major thrust of 
The Computer Forum and one and three day seminars are offered on 
using software packages such as VISICALC, advanced VISICALC, 
business graphics, data bases and other desktop computer software 
packages and applications. 


For most courses, the emphasis is non-technical and stress is placed 
on learning to use the computer as a tool for decision-making and pro- 
blem solving. 


Some of the courses offered through Continuing Ed are ‘Introduction 
to LOGO,” ‘Making the desktop computer work for you’’ and ‘‘In- 
troduction to microcomputer accounting.’’ LOGO workshops will be of- 
fered this fall for elementary and junior high students along with a 
Saturday class designed to help high school students prepare for the 
Scholastic Aptitude Test.

This hospice inpatient unit, if approved by 
the state, will be the first free-standing hospice 
in northern New England. The reuse plan of a 
closed school for hospice and residential use 
will be the first model of this type in the United 
States, according to Hospice officials. 





The Hospice of the Good Shephard, Inc. is a 
comprehensive hospice home care program 
presently serving terminally ill residents of 
Newton and Wellesley. Incorporated in June, 
1978, it is a private, non-profit group under the 
direction of a community based board of direc- 
tors. 


In April, 1981, the Hospice of the Good 
Shephard started a feasibility study on the 
establishment of a hospice inpatient unit in the 
western suburbs of Boston. 


The year-long study, according to Hospice 
officials, demonstrated both the need and 
potential for such a unit to serve the back-up 
needs for patients of afive to six other hospice 
home care programs.

Elsie Jean Husher of the Newton Historic 
Commission, who prepared the application 
that placed the bridge on the Register, 
described the construction of the bridge to 
carry water to Boston, the acquisition of the 
Hemlock Gorge Reservation for a park, and its 
development in accordance with a plan by 
renowned landscape architect Frederick Law 
Olmstead 

Secretary of State Michael Connolly is the 
chairman of the M nusetts Historical 
Commission, which ifies structures for in- 
clusion on the National Register. Connolly 
described the federal cutbacks that have 
wiped out the former program that would have 
provided 50 percent of the funding to repair 
and restore historic structures like Echo 
Bridge 

Congressman Barney 
such cutbacks by the Rea 
reflect ‘‘a mistaken philosophy.”’ According to 
Frank, the Reagan administration feels that 
state governments and local citizen groups 
should foot the entire cost for such projects. 
Frank disagreed, saying he feels places like 
Echo Bridge and Hemlock Gorge ‘‘serve na- 
tional as well as local interests and federal 
support for their restoration should reflect this 
reality,” 

Alderman Robert Tennant described his 
memories of playing on and near the bridge as 
a boy in Upper Falls. He also expressed the 
long standing concern of the Newton-Needham 
Chamber of Commerce that the bridge be 
rapaired and its appearance be improved. The 
bridge has served as a symbol of the Chamber 
because it is the most striking of the bridges 
linking Newton and Needham and Chamber of- 
ficials have been embarrassed to use recent 
pictures of the structure or otherwise show it 
off because it is defaced by graffiti and 
generally deteriorated, Tennant said, 

Kenneth Newcomb, Upper Falls historian, 
spoke most strongly about the condition of the 
bridge and the need for improvement. He 
decried not only the graffiti but also the 
deteriorating condition of the mortar with 
grass growing between some of the stones, the 
rickety wooden stairs under the bridge which 
even lack a handrail, the unsafe condition of 
the Echo station, and the deterioration of the 
bridge caused by ‘‘mountain-climbing”’ on the 
sides. 

William Brutsh, director of the Water Divi- 
sion of the Metropolitan District Commission, 
responded to the criticism by expressing sup- 
port for improvements to the bridge’s ap- 
pearance but assuring the people that the 
bridge’s structure is still sound and that it will 
be kept so in order that it will still be able to 
serve its original function of carrying water to 
Boston in an emergency. 

State Sen. Jack Backman, Charles River 
Watershed Association Executive Director 
Rita Barron, Mayor Theordore Mann, U.S. 
Representative Margaret Heckler and Newton 
Conservation Commssion Executive Director 
Helen Heyn also expressed support for 
restoration of the bridge. Following the 
ceremony, Brian Yates, chairman of the Up- 
per Falls Advisory Committee, led an inspec- 
tion tour of the bridge and pointed out the defi- 
ciencies cited by speakers. 

Yates said he felt the ceremony 
demonstrated the broad coalition of support 
for restoration of Echo Bridge and Hemlock 
Gorge and that efforts to achieve it will ‘begin 
in earnest now.”

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Library says reading is for everyone

NEWTON CORNER The Newton Main Library has proof that 
“reading is for everyone,’' even those who can not see. 

“Just because people can’t see doesn’t mean they can’t read,’ said 
Ann Hartough, social service director. Nor should they be excluded 
from other pastimes. 

Monopoly, Scrabble, playing cards, bingo, chess, checkers, dominos 
and other games have been modified so that blind people can play with 
each other and with sighted people. 

“These things help make blind people less isolated,”’ said Hartough. 

Throughout September, The Main Library located on Centre Street in 
Newton Corner is holding an exhibit of reading and writing tools for the 
blind, including talking calculators, talking reading machines, books 
on cassettes and writing instruments.

“We want blind people, their families and friends to know that we 
have these things,’’ said Hartough. 

Hartough said the greatest advantage of these items is that they 
allow the blind to be less dependent on sighted people. One alternative 
to having a reader is the library’s ‘talking machine." 

The Kurzweil Reading Machine looks like an office copy machine. 
But by resting a page on top of the instrument and pressing a few keys, 
a froggy computer voice will read the words on a The $25,000 
machine also has an attached calculator which can be used for math 
problems and bookkeeping. 

t’s good for students who want to read notes. It’s hard to arrang 
have somebody read to you. This allows people to be independent,” 
Hartough explained. 

Books on cassettes are among the library's most popular items, Har- 
tough said, because it is difficult for the blind to find somebody to read 
to them. Also, cassettes are easier to use than Braille books. 

Braille may even become obsolete because cassettes are more 
popular, and cheaper and easier to store than the books, Hartough said. 

“That's a big issue now. Some people think Braille will be less impor- 
tant. It might be more effective to use cassettes,’’ said Hartough. 

Cassettes are particularly popular among the elderly. Older people 
who become blind after having vision all their lives do not want to learn 
Braille, Hartough said. 

For those who do use Braille the library has tools for writing Braille, 
and large rulers and erasers. Magnifying glasses of various shapes and 
lens sizes are available for partially blind people. 

Math problems and simple bookkeeping can be done with the 
library’s calculator, which talks back to the user as the numbers are 
punched in. The light-weight instrument has raised numbers so users 
can feel the keys. 























With a teacher's guidance, blind people in the Greater Boston have 
created patchwork quilts, clay sculptures, woven baskets and chairs 
and rainbow tapestrys, all on display this month at the library. 

Also on displa* s a telecommunication devise for the deaf. The TDD 
is hooked up to a telephone and features a video screen and key board 
so that the deaf can type messages via the telephone. Hartough said the 
library’s TDD broke and they are hoping to purchase another model 
which costs $700. 


“We want people to be informed about these things. We have 


research journals and other resources so the blind can find out what 
other things are available,’’ Hartough said.

Strand, look ahead

NEWTON Beginning the 
school year without contracts and 
under pressure to give students 
the best possible education under 
the r aint of Proposition 2%, 
over 700 teachers and ad- 
ministrators listened to speeches 
by school and city officials. 

New president of the Newton 
Teachers Association Rosetta 
Johnson speaking to the assembl- 
ed group in the North High School, 
outlined a four point program, 
which she hopes will change the 
association's stance from a posi- 
tion of defense to one of offense. 

“Let's raise our stance from a 
defensive position to an offensive 
aid Johnson. 

Teachers and administrators 
were gathered in the auditorium 
to hear new Superintendent of 
Schools Dr. John Strand give his 
first address to the faculty. 

The crux of his speech was aim- 
ed at the question of, ‘‘What is the 
curriculum for the class of 1995 ?"” 

Outlining five principles to help 
prepare the Class of 1995 for the 
future, Strand said, ‘‘Do not aban- 
don the basics, of reading, 
mathematics, American history , 
government, and an appreciation 
for art and music.”” 

“Avoid ‘relevance’ for 
relevance sake,’ said Dr. Strand. 

Acccording to Strand, course 
topics such as medical ethics, the 
threat of computers, or solar 
energy versus nuclear energy, 
should be avoided, because they 
will prove “irrelevant anyway.” 

Mayor Theodore Mann said he 
was impressed with Strand’s 
“tenacity.” 

“I am very impressed with the 
way he has addressed his new 
position and the great deal of 
understanding he shows," said 
the mayor. 

Chairperson of the School Com- 
mittee Nancy Mann said in her 
welcoming remarks to the new 
administrators and teachers, 
“What's not new is our commit- 
ment to excellent educational 
standards."’ 























Thirty-six new teachers were 
hired this year, compared to a few 
hundred each year before Pro- 
position 2%, according to Assis- 
tant Superintendent of Personnel 
Helen Thomas. * 

Two thirds of the teachers fired 
last year have been rehired, mak- 
ing a total of 98, according to 
Thomas. 

Three new principals were 
hired for the coming year. They 
are: Clara Hicks, who will be at 
the Mason-Rice School; former 
Newton Teacher's Association 
President Janet Goldrick, who 
will preside over the Burr School; 
and Kevin Andrews, who will be 
the principal of the Memorial 
Spaulding school. 

Thomas said Sarah Williams 
has been hired as a new special 
education coordinator. 

Speaking on Proposition 2% and 
its effect on the city , Mayor Mann 
predicted, ‘Newton will be the 
highest taxed city per capita in 
the commonwealth."” 

According to Mann residents 
have been facing tax increases of 
$1000 to $2000. 

“T was the only mayor to march 
on Beacon Hill, alongside labor 
leaders, in protest of Proposition 
24%," said the mayor. 

Mann said state and federal 
money will not be forthcoming to 
“make it all better” like it used to. 

“The kids will get the best 
education our money can afford,”’ 
the mayor said. 


NTA President Johnson said 
her group will have to work close- 
ly with parents and make them 
their allies. 

“We must encourage this rela- 
tionship and educate members of 
the community on issues now hap- 
pening in the schools,” said 
Johnson. 

Johnson's said her goals for the 
NTA are to negotiate an accep- 
table contract, to mobilize com- 
munity support for the schools, to 
work with the new superintendent 
to strengthen the curriculum and 
to promote the teachers’ associa- 
tion,

After daughter's death ‘ : ; 
Family finds a sort of ‘justice

WEST NEWTON - For eight 
years Catherine and Salvatore 
Zangari have waged a legal battle 
to determine blame in the tragic 
death of their 3-year-old daughter 
at Waltham Hospital. 

Justice, they think, was served 
last week when a state licensing 
board, after three years, voted tc 
revoke the medical license of Dr. 
Joseph F. Merola for alleged 
negligence in the death of their 
daughter, Diane. 

Shortly after the licensing pro- 
ceedings were started the family 
reached an out-of-court  settle- 
ment, rather than pushing a 
malpractice suit. 

“T wasn’t interested in money,” 
said Salvatore Zangari as he sat 
at his kitchen table last week, “‘I 


wanted to find out why this hap- 
pened; my daughter should be 
alive today. 

“T just hope other people don’t 
have to go through what we went 
through,”’ Zangari added. “It was 
eight years of hell... Just losing a 
child is hell, but then you have to 
fight just to find out what happen- 
ed.”’ 

The memories are real. As their 
7-year-old son watches television 
in the next room, Mrs. Zangari 
recalls that Diane was just learn- 
ing to talk in full phrases. 

“You always remember certain 
things they say at that age,’’ she 
said. 

They are also pained by linger- 
ing questions, such as why did the 
state merely reprimand a part- 
time emergency room worker 
who was one hand when Diane 


died of dehydration. 

“What do you call a doctor who 
can’t even give an intravenous?” 
Mrs. Zangari asked. ‘It seems 
like everyone was more concern- 
ed about rules than trying to save 
a life.” 

“All that was needed was an in- 
travenous,”’ stressed Salvatore 
Zangari. “It’s incredible in this 
day and age...”” 

But they calmed themselves 
when appraising the action taken 
against Dr. Merola in Room 2105 
of the Saltonstall building. 

“Yes,’’ Zangari said, ‘‘justice 
has been served. But this should 
have happened three or four years 
ago.” 

Merola would not comment on 
the decision which stripped him of 
his license to practice medicine. 
But he said he would comment

The decision stripping Merola 
of his license came in a 50-minute 
closed session. A hearing officer 
for the state Board of Registration 
in Medicine, Dr. Salvatore 
Mengano, found after eight days 
of testimony in the case that 
Merola. failed to go to Waltham 
Hospital the morning of March 23, 
1974, despite repeated telephone 
calls to his home alerting him to 
Diane Zangari’s condition. 

Experts testified during those 
hearings that intravenous feeding 
would have saved the child's life, 
but the treatments were never ad- 
ministered. Mengano told the 
board in a report that Dr. Merola 
was guilty of ‘‘gross negligence.”

Knife murder 
suspect ruled 
‘incompetent’ 
to stand trial

WEST NEWTON A man charged in the 
first-degree stabbing murder of a fellow 
restaurant employee was ruled mentally in- 
competent to stand trial Monday. 

A psychiatrist's report on 28-year-old 
Wilfred Odney of Dorchester, presented to 
Newton District Court Judge Monte Basbas, 
stated Odney was ‘‘not mentally competent"’ 
to stand trial and is ‘‘a danger to himself and 
to others,"’ according to Basbas 

A district court judge will look later this 
month at the case of Odney, a former Legal 
Seafoods busman, accused of using a kitchen 
knife to staff fellow worker and Dorchester 
resident Pedro Sajous to death, 

Judge Basbas had scheduled Monday's pro- 
bable cause hearing to determine if Odney’s 
case should be sent to a Middlesex County 
Grand Jury for possible indictment. 














The hearing was postponed after the 
psychiat 5 report was submitted to Basbas. 
Odney arrested and charged with first 





degree murder after the June 26 stabbing at 
the Chestnut Hill restaurant 

Basbas ordered Odney to remain held on 
bail at Bridgewater State Hospital, where he 
has been under psychiatric evaluation since 
June 29. The judge set the hearing date for 
Sept 1 Newton District Court 

According to Odney’s attorney, John Con 
well of Boston, the details of the psychiatric 
report are ‘confidential 

Odney was arraigned in district court on 
June 28 and held on $500,000 cash bail at 
Billerica House of Correction. He was 
transferred Bridgewater for a court 
ordered psychiatric evaluation to determine if 
he is competent to stand trial and if he was 
criminally responsible for the stabbing at the 
time of the incident

Office building traffic plan wins panel's nod 


NEWTON — A traffic plan for a 
commercial development, which 
will redirect traffic on 
Washington Street near Route 128, 
received tentative approval from 
the Public Safety Committee 
Monday night. 

The Northland Corporation's 
plans for an office building to be 
built at the corner of Washington 
Street and Neshobe Road were 
criticized during hearings earlier 
this year for their potential im- 


pact on traffic in an area 
residents said was already con- 
gested. 


Peter Barber, project manager 
for the Northland Corp., 
presented the committee with 
plans which include building a 
stacking lane in the middle of 
Washington Street near the Route 


Washington Street turn left onto 
Neshobe Road without holding up 
through traffic. 

Committee Chairman Joseph 
DePasquale pointed out to Barber 
that the company had originally 
contended that no stacking lane 
would be necessary to ac- 
commodate the added traffic on 
Washington Street. ‘If we are go- 
ing to err, it should be on the side 
of caution,’’ DePasquale said. 

The plans already approved by 
the Traffic Commission also in- 
clude widening Washington Street 
by “‘one or two feet"’ on the south 
side, near Neshobe Road, ac- 
cording to Barber. He assured the 
committee the additional width 
would not encroach on the proper- 
ty of nearby residences. 

Barber added that the plans had 














Public Works Departments of the 
city. 

Committee member Richard 
McGrath, who said he would 
refrain from voting on the pro- 
posal because his firm had ‘done 
some work for Northland,” 
pointed to several attempts to 
channel traffic through the in- 
tersection at Neshobe Road with

Newton Corner fire 
under investigation

NEWTON CORNER — A Newton fire official 
said last week there is a good chance in- 
vestigators will find the arsonist who set the 
suspicious five-alarm fire last Sunday night in 
a vacant Washington Street building. 

“There's a good chance we'll have a case,” 
said Lt. John Pescosolido. 

He declined to say if there are any suspects. 
But Pescolido said investigators have deter- 
mined the fire was not set by a professional ar- 
sonist. 

i was not a professional job," Pescosolido 
said. 

Pescosolido also said investigators have 
received phone calls from local residents who 
reported what they observed before the fire 
started. 

“Some of the information might be useful,’ 
Pescosolido said. 

He declined to elaborate further on his fin- 
dings until the investigation is completed. 

“We've completed the inspection inside the 
building. But we will still be talking to people,” 
he said. 

Pescosolido and an official from the state's 
fire marshal’s office are investigating the 
blaze which destroyed the vacant three-story 
building at 293 Washington Street. 

The fire, the first five-alarm blaze in 
Newton’s history, is ‘definitely suspicious” of- 
ficials said. 

The fire occurred just days after the last ten- 
nants vacated the wood-framed building. A 
local resident first spotted the fire about 6:45 
p.m. at the rear of the building and alerted the 
fire department, officials said. 

The massive fire attracted hundreds of spec- 
tators and kept all traffic from the 
Massachusetts Turnpike and other roads out 
of Newton Corner for several hours. 

Some 20 fire companies from eight cities and 
towns battled the blaze for more than eight 
hours. Two Newton firefighters were hurt and 
were treated and later released from Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital.

Five days after the blaze, investigators still 
had not questioned a security guard who was 
supposed to be watching the building when the 
blaze broke out. Pescosolido said the guard 
failed to appear at fire headquarters on three 
consecutive days. 

Pescosolido said the guard is not a suspect. 
But fire officials finally questioned the guard 
last Friday on what he observed before the fire 
and on his whereabouts during the blaze. 

Officials could not find the guard during the 
first five hours of the fire. The guard, a Boston 
resident employed by J.C, Detective Agency of 
Boston, finally approached officials after mid- 
night. 

According to Captain Carmine Tedesco, the 
guard said Friday that fire he was nearby wat- 
ching the blaze and was unaware that he 
should have presented himself to fire officials. 

The building, one of five collectively called 
the Nonantum Block, will be demolished this 
month because the owner, Boston developer 
Ronald Druker, plans to construct office 
buildings on the site. 

Several businesses, including the Boston 
Fish House Restaurant, occupied the first 
floor. Many long-time tennants occupied the 
second and third floors. 

A Druker Company official said Thursday 
that they were concerned about the possibilty 
of fire in the vacant building, but did not obtain 
fire insurance because the building would soon 
be demolished. 

“We let out a demolition contract. It didn't 
make sense to get fire insurance for a building 
that was about to be demolished,” said J.J. 
Bell, Druker’s executive vice president. 

Bell said the company is anxious to demolish 
the building but he does not know exactly when 
it will be torn down. 

“It will be demolished within the next few 
days,”’ he said. 

Workers with the New Boston Wrecking 
company are removing some debris from the 
fire-torn building and constructing a 
pedestrian cross-walk on Washington Street. 
Sam Brooks, the supervisor, refused to com- 
ment on the work.

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Board to enforce law 
on low-income rentals

NEWTON The board of aldermen is enforcing a city ordinance 
requiring 10 percent of new developments be allocated for low 
income rentals within the ward the housing is being built 

A petition by Riverwood Trust, owners of more than three acres of 
land on Staniford Street, to locate the required 10 percent of low 
income housing units outside of Ward 4, was denied by the board last 
night. 

Nineteen aldermen voted in favor of the denial and one voted to ap 
prove the developer's request. 

According to Alderman Robert Tennant, ‘‘They're 
developers) stopped in their tracks until they find space.” 

Tennant was the only alderman who voted in favor of the request 

The developers proposed to build 24 two-family homes, on the 
Staniford Street parcel . The developers for the Riverwood Trust are 
Dooling and Siegel, according to Alderman Richard McGrath 

Alderman Terry Morris asked the board of aldermen to deny the 
petition based on the city’s commitment to requiring that 10 percent 
of a development be allocated to low income housing 

“Tt’s no great burden to the developer for us to ask for a couple of 
low-income units," said McGrath. 

According to McGrath, the 10 percent ordinance is a compulsory 
move to force a contractor to give 10 perecnt of a development to the 
city. 

“T don’t object to low-income housing, but I do object to forcing 
contractors to this ordinance," said Tennant 

According to Tennant, the market value of a two family home, 
located in Ward 4, would be between $130,000 to $150,000 

The policy of contractors giving 10 percent of their development to 
the city was established about 12 years ago and codified about four 
years ago, according to McGrath. 

Tennant called the 10 percent clause a ‘‘yoke around their (con 
tractors) necks."’ 

Dooling and Siegel have the option to purchase housing, represen 
ting 10 percent of their development, in another section of Ward 4 
and turn the housing over to the city, according to Morris 

“It's up to the developer to decide how to provide it,” said Alder- 
man Carol Ann Shea. 

Aldermen expressed their desire for economic diversity in the city 
and said they did not wish to see low-income housing concentrated in 
Wards 1, 2,5 or7. 

On the basis the developer is “‘making a great deal of money,” 
Alderman Wendell Bauckman said, ‘‘It’s unsatisfactory to allow 
them to put it (low-income housing) any where they want in the ci- 
ty.”

The committee spon- 
sors forums in Newton and other cities with 
candidates for political office, elected officials 
and media representatives.

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W. Newton Square Waltham man 
parking to increase

NEWTON Parking in West 
Newton Square may no longer be 
a squeeze play, now that the city 
has received a $96,000 grant from 
the state to create more parking 
space 

At a press conference held in 
Newton Mayor Theodore Mann's 
office last week, representatives 
from area businesses, Represen- 
tative Joeseph DeNucci, 
Aldermen Richard Bullwinkle 
and Robert Tennant, lauded the 
grant which will enable the city to 
create 62 additional parking 
spaces 

The Massachusetts Turnpike is 
providing land for a 43-car lot at 
the corner of Washington and Elm 
Streets and the parking lot behind 
the police station will be expanded 
to accomodate 19 more cars, ac- 
cording to the mayor. 

The total cost of the parking 
project, according to the mayor, 
is estimated to be $138,000. The ci- 
ty will come up with difference. 

Legislation authorizing the 
grant v signed by the governor 
on July 13, but the check for the 
grant was issued last week, ac- 
cording to DeNucci. 

The legislation gives assistance 
to cities and towns to finance the 
construction of off-street parking 
facilities to areas that are con- 
sidered Commercial Area 
Revitalization Districts, ac- 
cording to the governor. 

Long awaited by local mer- 
chants, West Newton Square has 
been in dire need of additional 
parking space, according to 
Alderman Robert Tennant. 

Tennant, who along with 
DeNucci, Alderman Richard 
Bullwinkle and Richard Sewall 







from the Newton Community 
Development, were key movers of 
the plan 

“The area is moving towards 
revitalization,’’ said Mayor 
Mann 

DeNucci, who gave the $96,000 
check to the mayor, represented 
the governor. 

‘If we re-elect the governor, we 
can do many other things for the 
aid DeNueci. 
eventy percent of the cities 
that applied for the state funding 
for off-street parking were turned 
down, according to DeNucci 

DeNucci attributed . Newton's 
triumphing over the competition 
due to his close working relation- 
ship with the governor and 
Sewall's constant reminding. 

The city and the mayor were 
praised by DeNucci for having the 
foresight to ask for the funding 
from the state. 

“Washington Street will 
become a gold coast,” predicted 
the mayor. 

According to Mayor Mann, 
Mayflower furniture is up for s 
and the mayor expects the space 
will attract new business to the 
location. 

Alderman Tennant believes an 
electronics firm is very interested 
in buying the parking lot of 
Mayflower furniture. 

The firm would employ 200 per- 
sons, who would need parking, ac- 
cording to Tennant. 

“For a small amount of funds, 
the additional parking will have a 
great impact,’’ said Donald 
Silverson from the city’s planning 
department. 

Silverson thanked Lewis Songer 
of the Newton Chamber of Com- 
merce for his effort in pushing for 
the grant.

O'Neill, program director, ‘‘when 
we were fortunate to meet Harry 
McDonough of the Pleasure Bay 
Sailing Club, who gave our blind 
participants the opportunity to 
sail at Pleasure Bay.

killed in local 
cycle accident 


NEWTONVILLE — A 21-year-old Waltham 
motorcyclist became Newton's fourth fatal ac- 
cident victim Thursday morning when he died

The Stop Smoking Clinic has been helping 
people to ‘‘kick the habit’ for over five years 
in over a dozen towns in eastern 
Massachusetts. 

Their techniques include gradual 
withdrawal from nicotine, group support, and 
a positive humorous approach to quitting 
smoking. All of the teacher-instructors are 
former smokers who actually quit smoking 
through this very same course. 

Both smokers and non-smokers are en- 
couraged to attend the first session Sept. 19 to 
learn more about the smoking habit.

Teachers protest deadlock in talks

NEWTON Over 200 Newton 
teachers jammed the School Com- 
mittee’s first meeting of the year 
Monday night to protest deadlock- 
ed contract talks. 


With teachers packing the 
Bigelow Junior High auditorium, 
teacher union president Rosetta 
Johnson told the School Commit- 
tee and new Superintendent John 
Strand, ‘‘We’re feeling anger and 
frustration.” 

“After 13 negotiation sessions 
and two mediation sessions, we 
find the School Committee is still 
reluctant to make some com- 
promises,”’ Johnson said. 

“We are willing to compromise 
within the limits of our budget,"’ 
School Committee Chairperson 
Nancy Mann said, but would not 
comment further on the stalled 
union talks.

Negotiations over the two-year 
teacher contract reached impasse 
in June and a mediator from the 
state Department of Labor and In- 
dustries Board of Conciliation and 
Arbitration was called in for a 
first session on Sept. 2. 

The main issue, both Mann and 
Johnson say, is salary. Both Nan- 
cy Mann and Mayor Theodore 
Mann refused to comment on 
whether teachers would get more 
than a 2.5 percent increase. Step 
increases approved under the old 
contract will be used for now, 
Nancy Mann said.

City plans ‘superdepartment’ 


Merger goal aims at reduced costs 


By Stephen Capoccia 
Staff Writer 
NEWTON Greater efficiency and 


reduced costs will be the goal of a plan to 
merge the Recreation and Forestry 
Departments, into one super depart- 
ment, with Recreation Commissioner 
Russell Halloran at the helm. 


The Public Facilities Committee 
unaminously approved the idea, last 
week, agreeing with the mayor, 


Halloran and Superintendent of Forestry 
Richard Metro. 

Other committees will have to give 
their approval and a final decision will 
be made by the Board of Aldermen, 
before the idea is acted upon. 

Metro estimated the move will save 
the city $20,000 to $40,000 annually. 

) one will lose their job or seniori- 
) id Metro. 

Presenting the idea to the committee 
were Halloran, Metro and Chief Ad- 
ministrative Officer James Hickey. 

“Moving the Forestry Department to 
the Recreation Department made the 
most sense and will improve their 
overall efficiency,”’ said Hickey. 

According to Metro, his department is 
low on the ‘totem pole”’ when it comes to 
having his equipment repaired.

“When our equipment is broken down, 
I have to wait my turn to get it fixed 
behind the Sanitation Department and 
others with a higher priority,” said 
Metro. 

According to Metro, the delay in hav- 
ing his equipment serviced sets back his 
work schedule. 

Both departments perform nearly the 
same functions of grounds keeping, but 
they operate in different areas, ac- 
cording to Halloran. 

The Forestry Department is in charge 
of 450 acres of trees and shrubs, while 
the Recreation Department oversees 600 
acres of grass. 

In addition both departments use 
similar equipment in the performance of 
their duties, according to Halloran. 

“Both financially and physically joint- 
ly maintaining the total acreage in a 
mutually productive combination of 
manpower, equipment and _ services, 
could significantly reduce overtime, aid 
in reducing equipment used and reduce 
any duplication of services,"’ said 
Halloran. 

“It sounds like a logical move,” 
Alderman Domenic Taglienti.

Marriott hosts teleconference

AUBURNDALE — Hundreds of people 
participated in a hotel conference last 
Tuesday, but they were in 15 different 
cities. 

At the Marriott Hotel in Newton and 
other cities, guests listened to a live ad- 
by journalist Howard K. Smith in 
shington, D.C. and asked questions of 
the speaker as they watched each other 
on large screens. 

The Marriott Hotels are the first hotel 
chain to offer nationwide teleconferenc- 
ing, which allows groups at various Mar- 
riott Hotels to communicate via per- 
manently installed satellite dishes. 

Teleconferencing is ‘“‘a way of the 
future," said Marriott President James 
Marriott Jr., as he spoke from a large 
screen to 100 guests at the Newton hotel. 

Marriott said teleconferencing, which 
costs about $6000 to rent, is less costly 
than standard conferences. Rather than 
flying scores of people to one city and 
putting them up in hotels, businesses and 
organizations can transmit their con- 
ferences via satellite from one location 
to several other cities. 

Participants ach other on large 
video screens and speak with each other 
through two-way audio lines hooked up 
VideoStar Connections of 
Atlanta provide the equipment, Marriott

employees handle all the arrangements, 
including preparing and operating the 


<quipment. 
“Its applications are virtually 
endless,” said Marriott, noting that 


businesses can use telecommunications 
for training, promotion, stockholders 
meetings or to introduce new products. 

John Burg, general manager of the 
Newton hotel, said the Newton Board of 
Alderman must approve the satellite. 
Hotel officials were to present the re- 
quest to the board on Sept. 13, he said. 

Tuesday's program was broadcasted 
from the Marriott Hotel in Washington 
D.C., where Howard K, Smith, spoke on 
“The Changing Challenge to Americ 
The Washington Speakers Bureau's 
“First Tuesday,’’ an award-winning 
monthly lecture series, sponsored the 
presentation, 

Smith, a former foreign affairs 
reporter and ABC and NBC networks an- 
chorman, offered solutions for the coun- 
try’s troubled economy and chastised 
ident Ronald Reagan for an “‘in- 
stent”’ foreign policy. 

Smith told his audience that for the 
United States ‘‘the basic trouble is due to 
the neglect of productivity.’’ He said 
business people and legistators tend to 
be “one-year thinkers’’ who sacrifice 
future productivity for quick profits. 

The multi-award winning journalist 

















and author said businesses should be 
“taxed rather heavily" on large profits 
so they would be forced to spend the 
money investing in future productivity 
rather than on ‘‘mergers and specula- 
tions.”’ 

Smith said President Reagan should 
establish a commission, as Franklin 
Delano Roosevelt did during the New 
Deal era, to examine the nation’s budget 
for wasteful spending. He suggested that 
former president Gerald Ford, who “‘is 
beyond personal ambition’’ should head 
the commission, 

“Give them a good staff and they could 
find the problems in the budget,"’ said 
Smith. He said the government could use 
the money to invest in high-technology 
and the funds could cut the cost of social 
security 
nith was critical of Reagan for 
“reacting” to foreign events rather than 
establishing a “consistent, clear and 
strong" foreign policy, Noting that the 
administration has outlined an enor 
mous defense budget over the next five 
years, Smith said Reagan should first 
establish priorities in terms of which 
weapons the country actually needs. 

Smith said he favors strong defense 
‘But first you need a strong economy.”

What he would like, Gentile 
said, is a look at the possibility of 
more instructional time or a more 
even release time for the conve- 
nience of parents. 

Strand said he had not included 
this issue in his objectives largely 
because of his newness to the 
system 

“As an educator coming from 
outside, I must say that it (early 
release) is unconventional and ir- 
regular,’ Strand said. ‘'My first 
reaction was that kids were losing 
out (on instructional time).”’ 

But, Strand said he had also 
never seen a school system ‘‘so 
dedicated to professional and cur- 
riculum development.’’ For a new 
superintendent to alter this ‘‘sym- 
bol of professional growth’’ could 
result in ‘‘considerable 
misunderstanding from staff 
members”’ that he was “‘anti-staff 
development,’’ he stressed. 

Committeewoman Katherine 
Jones agreed with Strand, ‘‘It 
makes sense to wait a year on this 
hot issue.”’ 

Although the goals are not rank- 
ed in any order, Strand said some 
are continuations of im- 
provements already underway 
while others are changes in 
management or organization, 
primarily in central administra- 
tion. 

One of Strand’s goals called for 
clarifying the ‘‘roles and authori- 
ty” of central staff, curriculum 
céordinators and principals as 
well as developing a supervision 
and evaluation system for ad- 
ministrators. 

Other objectives for 1982-83 in- 
clude: maintaining the current

rate of *nrollment of school-aged 
children ..1 privat. and parochial 
schools; completing plans for two- 
year junior highs; completing the 
plan for a 9th grade at North 
High; and evaluating programs 
for gifted and talented in 
kindergarten-sixth grades. 

Additional goals were: evaluate 
basic-skills instruction; plan for 
using cable television in schools; 
plan for instructional use of com- 
puters in elementary schools for 
1983-84; establish teacher- 
evaluation criteria and evaluate 
more frequently; and improve 
community relations through 
newsletters, cable television, 
newspapers and appearances by 
staff.

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Coke, 1; Pepsi 0, in scoreboard battle

The ‘cola wars’’ came to Newton last week with both 
Coca-Cola and Pepsi-Cola offering to give Newton South High a 
much-needed electronic scoreboard for the football field 
But when the matter came before the School Committee, the offer 
from the supplier of ‘the real thing’’ was the only one given con- 


Not that “Coke” is a pet product of the School Committee. Ac- 
cording to South's Athletic Director George Winkler, the school’s 
booster club found it more convenient to sell Coca-Cola at games 
over the years and the offer from Coca-Cola of New England was the 


Parents and students have tried to get a scoreboard for the field 
built four years ago, but tight budgets wouldn't allow it, 
without sacrificing athletic programs. The South High 
‘aised $900 to buy one. 

The going rate for the type of scoreboard Winkler wants for the 





school is about $3,800 to $4,000, so the money raised three years ago 
is still sitting in a bank account 

Following the old saying that there is no free lunch, there are str- 
ings attached to the offer from Coca-Cola. Not only would the 
scoreboard contain permanent advertising for Coca-Cola, but the 
deal would also mean ‘‘Coke is it,’’ as the exclusive soft drink sold at 
all games at the school, until 1992 

In light of the advertising on the scoreboard, the School Commit- 
tee had to change its own rules in order to accept the gift 

In the past, the rules dictated no free advertising be allowed in the 
schools except when “deemed by the superintendent to be a direct 
aid to learning and within the standards of good taste.” 

Voting 7-1 to amend the rules, the committee decided that adver- 
tising ‘not detrimental or disruptive to the program in the schools” 
and of ‘‘good taste”’ would be allowed. 

“This does not come down the road every day,’’ School Commit- 
teeman Leonard Gentile said in support of the rule change. ‘I’m not

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Larger homes 
may shoulder 
more of taxes

NEWTON The mayor will 
decide if people with larger homes 
will shoulder proportionately 
higher property taxes this year. 

An aldermanic scheme to in- 
crease the tax levy on homes 
as! ed higher than $115,000 is 
now before Mayor Theodore D. 
Mann for his approval after the 
board voted 14 to 6 Monday in 
favor of legislation known as the 
Residential Real Estate Ex- 
emption Program. 

Alderman Michael Malee spon- 
sored the resolution to shift the 
tax burden from homes valued 
under $115,000 to more valuable 
properties. 

“The exemption I submit will 
prove a partial remedy to the 
regressive tax structure,’ said 
Malec. 

Under the original proposal by 
Malec, 10 percent of the city’s 
$115,000 average house ass 
ment, or $11,500, would be 
deducted from a_ taxpayer's

valuation, according to Maleec. 

A parcel valued at $71,500 will 
be valued at $60,000 and a parcel 
assessed at $200,500 will have a 
new worth of $189,000, according 
to Malec’s formula. 

However, aldermen opted to 
leave it up to the mayor to decide 
what percentage will be utilized in 
the formula. 

“Since we have just decreased 
the total valuation of homes, the 
tax rate must go up,”’ said Malec. 

The home valed at $189,000 will 
pay an increase of nearly $200 and 
the home valued at $71,500 can 
deduct over $100 from its present 
tax, according to Malec's 10 per- 
cent formula. 

Malec expects the move to shift 
nearly a million dollars in valua- 
tion from the homes assessed at 
below average to homes above the 

$115,000, 

But some aldermen disagreea 
with Malec’s approach.

Abandoned baby 
soon to be adopted

NEWTON A Massachusetts 
family which has been temporari 
ly caring for a two-month-old 
baby boy abandoned last July at 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital will 
legally adopt the child by early 
January, a state Social Service 
Department spokesman said 

Spokesman Michael Ripple said 
the department has ended its un 
successful eight-week search for 
the infant's natural parents. Ac 
cording to Ripple, a department 
lawyer this week will file a court 
petition for termination of the 
natura! parents’ rights to the 
child 

The entire adoption process 
should take about four months 
and the family will have legally 
adopted the child by early 
January, he said. The adoptive 
family, which was chosen last Ju 
ly to temporarily car for the child 
was picked from the department's 
list of 250 possible adoptive 
families, Ripple said, The fami 


ly's identity is protected by state 
privacy laws 

The blue-eyed baby boy was 
discovered at 4:45 a.m. on July 21 
in the hospital's emergency room 
A hospital physician discovered 
the infant, who was reported to be 
healthy and about three-days-old 

The doctor found the baby after 
staff members heard noices com 
ing from the unit’s waiting room 
area. Workers also reported hear 
ing a car drive twice around the 
circular driveway in front of the 
entrance, They then heard a door 
open and close. 


The doctor went into the waiting 
room, assuming a patient had 
entered. Instead she found the 
baby boy wrapped in a clean 
white blanket and resting on the 
floor next to a candy machine 

No hospital staff members or 
security guards reported seeing 


the car or who left the infant 


The baby was deseribed as a 
healthy white male, with blue 
eyes and blonde hair, nine pounds

State of the city: ‘vibrant’ but cautious

NEWTON In his annual report on the 
state of the city, Mayor Theodore D. Mann told 
the Board of Aldermen Monday night the 
Garden City is ‘‘a healthy and vibrant com- 
y’’ but that certain ‘‘outside economic 
pressures’’ seriously threaten its continued 
well-being. 





After documenting some of the city’s ac- 
complishments over the past year, including 
the completion of some large capital im- 
provements, the near completion of a difficult 
revaluation proc and the retention of ‘tour 
treasured Moody’s AAA rating’’ in the bond 
market, the mayor ominously suggested that 
the future might not be so bright. 


The ‘‘severe external economic pressures” 
the mayor cited as harbingers of ill health for 
the city ‘‘are directly related to the long range 
implications of Proposition 242, the inequities 
of the state’s local aid distribution formulas 
and the legislature’s seeming inability to pass 
legislation for equitable state-wide property 
tax relief. 








“While we may manage our city well, these 
outside economic pressures hold the potential 
for destroying much of what is so special about 
the City of Newton,’’ Mann said 

He further explained that the city had 
already enacted most of the alternative 
revenue and cost cutting options available to 
it, and that the few remaining options ‘‘are in- 
significant in the context of our nearly $100 
million annual operating requirements.” 

Saying that the level of public services and 
the size of the municipal work force faced 
drastic cuts if the city continues on its present 
course, Mann pointed to the state legislature 
as the only source of hope. 

“Only the state legislature can provide us 
with the broad scope of fiscal relief that is 
necessary today,” he told the aldermen. ‘Such 
relief must come in the form of both additional 
local aid and state-wide tax reform. 

When it was announced last July that 
Newton would receive more than $11 million in 
state aid, more than $1 million less than the 
previous year, Mann complained that the 
funds ‘‘would come no where near to meeting 
our needs.’’ He added, ‘‘We were not treated 





Board denies tax group’s bid

NEWTON Solar power is 
making its debut in the city to 
scrub the smell of smoke and soot 
from the backs of firefighters. 

Fire Station 3 is the first of the 
five city firehouses to use a $45,000 
matching state grant for heating 
hot water using the sun's rays, ac- 
cording to city energy manager 
Michael Kuklinski. 

Five solar panels gleam from 
the roof of Station 3, located in 
Newton center 

“We chose fire stations because 
they’re manned 365 days a year, 
24 hours a day,”’ said Kuklinski, 
who hopes plenty of data will be 
collected on the new solar hot 
water system. 

Newton's reputation for collec- 
ting energy data according to 
state guidelines, helped the city 
win the grant, says Kuklinski. 

Another $45,000 will h to be 
added to the state’s grant, for a 
total bankroll of $90,000. 

“The state knows we’ll monitor 
the installations and document 
our savings,”’ said Kulinski. 

A total of $14,000 went into the 
installation of the five panels, 
Kuklinski said. 

Compared to the cost for an 
electric, gas or oil fired hot water

tank, the day when the city will 
see a return on its investment is 
more than a decade away 

“The pay-back time is 15 years, 
but we can set an example for the 
community and tell people how 
solar power realistically works,” 
said Kuklinski. 

To keep costs down, members 
of the building department picked 
up a little solar expertise by 
designing the installation 
themselves and they plan to learn 


how to maintain the system, ac- 
cording to Kuklinski 

Kuklinski’s reference to the en- 
tire system as a “big plumbing 
job," is right on the mark, after 
an on-site inspection revealed the 
number of copper pipes rising 
from basement to roof of the sta- 
tion. 

In the basement a 300 gallon hot 
water tank was refurbished to 
store the solar heated water and 
an 85 gallon gas fired hot water 
tank will act as the back up 
system on those inevitable cloudy 
days, Kuklinski said. 

The temperature of the solar 
heated water may vary, depen- 
ding on the intensity of the sun, 
said Kuklinski 

Showers for the men were once 
heated by running the furnace 
both summer and winter to the 
tune of 3000 gallons of oil for hot 
water alone, says Kuklinski 

Fifteen to 20 percent of the sta- 
tion’s fuel will be saved now that 
the new system is operational, 
said Kuklins 

New show ds in the station 
have cut water use in half and 
they are helping to make the new 
system pay for itself, stated 
Kuklinski.

Learning the ropes in nursing

LOWER FALLS Until recently, nurses 
aides had only their years of experience to 
point to at the Regency Hall Nursing Home. 
Now, they can point to the pins on their lapels 
as tangible proof. 

“They have a greater understanding of the 
need for the care they're giving. They’ve built 
up their esteem and have more pride in what 
they’re doing,” said Margaret Kelly, a 
registered nurse who runs the aides’ training 
program.

Police cycle rolled 
back to committee

NEWTON — A controversial $7,200 appropria- 
tion for a new police motorcycle was rolled 
back into committee last week after a debate 
that threatened to include every member of 
the Board of Aldermen. 


The appropriation was requested more than 
four months ago to replace a motorcycle 
damaged when an officer slid on sand during 
the Boston Marathon. 


Resisting pressure from other aldermen to 
vote, Joseph DePasquale, chairman of the 
Public Safety and Transportation Committee, 
said he wanted to reassess ‘the serious safety 
considerations involved.” 






DePasquale said his recent investigation in- 
to the matter revealed that, ‘“‘The accident 
history for motorcycle officers is double that 
of police in cruisers.” 


He added that his recent conversations with 
various officers “of rank” left him with one 
question: ‘Why get a motorcycle when, for 
another couple thousand dollars, you can get a 
car?” 

Besides the safety considerations, DePas- 


quale noted a cruiser can be used 12 months a 
year. 


Alderman Robert Tennant challenged 
DePasquale’s right to bring the matter back to 
his committee. He complained that ‘‘the com- 
mittee can keep something from the board for 
as long as they want.” 


Tennant said the board “should lean in the 
direction of the safety of the citizens’? and 
reiterated the arguments made by Chief 
William F. Quinn months ago when the ap- 
propriation was originally requested. Tennant 
said the board should give more weight to the 
chief’s recommendation. 


Alderman Ethel Sheehan agreed with Ten- 
nant that the board was “interfering with the 
operation of the Police Department.” 


Alderman Verne Vance said he thought 
some more research into the matter might be 
warranted and added, “It's irresponsible to 
lean on the chief's recommendation.” 


DePasquale, railed at the board for denying 
his committee another chance to review the 
request. He emphasized the need to study the 
safety aspect of the proposal.

As part of the course, Thibault said kids 
drew pictures and wrote histories of their 
own houses. According to Thibault, the ma- 
jority of homes in Newton Corner were built 
between 1800-1920 and between 1850 to 1920 
in Nonantum. 

The students also learned about the for- 
mation of the current Lincoln-Eliot School 
district from the previous Eliot and Lincoln 
Schools (both of which were demolished in 
the 1940's). The kids heard about Rev. John 
Eliot, for whom the Eliot School was nam- 
ed, and his conversion of Indians of the 
Nonantum tribe of Algonquin Indians. 

Through manuscript maps in the Jackson 
Homestead collection, Thibault was able to 
document the changes in the area from 
rural farms in the pre-railroad period to the 
commercial and residential growth which 
took place after the Boston-Worcester 
Railroad Company started a daily com- 
muter service in 1834. 

In addition to their new pride in their 
neighborhoods, the 65 students who par- 
ticipated can also take well-deserved credit 
for a recently published booklet which is 
highlighted by their drawings and 
discoveries during the project. 

The eight page booklet, published by the 
Jackson Homestead and written by 
Thibault, is entitled ‘‘Know Your 
Neighborhood: Its Houses and History” and 
will be available at the Homestead and 
Newton City Hall. The booklet includes 
directions for the walking tour taken by the 
students as well as photos of various ar- 
chitectural styles found in the 
neighborhoods. 

The publication and the project was fund- 
ed using a $2,000 matching grant from the 
Mass. Council on Arts and Humanities. 

Matching funds came from several 
Nonantum and Newton Corner businesses 
and groups: Alumabilt, Clay Chevrolet, 
Frost Motors, The League of Women Voters 
of Newton, McDonald’s Restaurant, Nonan- 
tum Christmas Party Association, Purity 
Supreme, Shawmut Community Bank and 
Swartz Hardware. The Fuller Foundation of 
Worcester also contributed. 

On Friday, the publication was unveiled 
before the students and praise was dished 
out from their teachers, Director of the 
Jackson Homestead, Duscha Scott, 
Superintendent John Strand and from Prin- 
cipal Cameron Larson. 

The project will be done again this year, 
Larson said, with a new group of fifth 
graders. Both Thibault and Larson hope 
funds can be obtained to continue the pro- 
ject, and Thibault has hopes of expanding to 
other Newton school districts. 

Copies of the booklet will be available at 
City Hall as well as one of the gems of the 
area studied, the Jackson Homestead, 
Newton’s own historical museum which is 
located at 527 Washington St. The display of 
other drawings by students will be at 
Lincoln-Eliot Elementary, at the corner of 
Jackson and Pearl Streets, for the re- 
mainder of this week.

I always 
believed defense had to be played 
with excitement. We lacked that 
and it’s something we're going to 
work on.” 

Things don’t get any easier for 
Newton North.

Mr. and Mrs. John J, Loan, of 66 Grove St., Auburndale, plan the 
Roman Catholic Mass for their son, John J. Loan 3d, a sophomore with 
the United States Merchant Marine Academy 


A midshipman on his second assignment with the academy, Mr. Loan 
was on board the U.S. Madison, a commercial ship, when he was 
reported missing 


The young cadet was last seen about midnight, after watching a 
movie on board the ship with other crew members, his parents were 
told. At 6:45 a.m. the next day, Mr. Loan’s fellow cadet and bunkmate, 
Mark Richtmeyer of Montana, reported John missing. 





The ship's captain conducted a search for Mr. Loan on the ship. He 
then turned the vessel around and searched unsuccessfully for nearly 
13 hours in the waters 100 miles off the coast of Cambodia, academy of- 
ficials said.

NEWTON Poetry and Computers. Ar- 
chitecture and Sculpture. Conversational 
French and Life Drawing. To the college 
sophomore, these courses may seem routine. 
But for 60 fourth-eighth grade students enroll- 
ed in Newton Community Schools EXPLORE 
program, this summer represented a chance 
to study advanced subjects for two three-week 
periods in July and August 

Recently the group held its closing session at 
Temple Shalom in West Newton.

Students in EXPLORE 82 were given a 
roster of 21 classes at registration time. From 
that initial list, three choices were made. 

In addition to computers, poetry, sculpture, 
animation and conversational French, courses 
were also offered in mythology, philosophy, 
problem-solving, and astronomy. Instructors 
awn from local colleges, universities 
ton Public Schools. 

Rich Fetic, a computer science major at 
Brandeis, was one of three EXPLORE com- 
puter instructors and found the summer both 
exciting and exhausting 

“I’m seriously considering education as part 
of my career. But there's much more to it and 
it’s much more time consuming than I ever 
knew. 

The energy drain of keeping up with 12 kids 
at once is tiring. In fact, I come home ex- 
hausted. But when a kid who’s been working 
hard looks at me with light in her eyes...wow!”’ 

Carol Cohen, a professional sculptor based 
Newton is enthusiastic about her students. 

“T love it,’’ she said. ‘It’s so rewarding and 
the kids are so quick. I find it easy to teach but 
you also have to keep ahead of the kids and be 
aware of the different things they’re throwing 
at you.” 

In addition to academic courses, all EX- 
PLORE students participated in an outdoor 
program component known as ‘Daybreak.’ 
Modeled after a nationally recognized course 
entitled Outward Bound, Daybreak utilizes

Housing eyed for St. Jean’s School 


By Kevin C. Kennedy 
Staff Writer 

NEWTON The promise 
some $2 million in state and 
federal funds has led to the ‘‘hur- 
rying up” of a proposal for the ci- 
ty to convert St. Jean's School into 
subsidized housing. 

The Newton Community 
Development Authority (NCDA) 
wants to build 46 subsidized units 
at the former parochial school on 
Watertown Street in Nonantum 
But first the city would have to 
purchase the defunct school. 

Aldermen Bruce Carmichael 
and Joseph DePasquale appeared 
at last Wednesday night's 
meeting of the aldermanic Ad- 
ministration and Planning Com- 
mittee, the first occasion for 
discussion of the proposed 
development, to object to the has- 
ty procedures being used by the 
city and to make sure a public 
hearing was held before any fur- 
ther steps were taken 

Carmichael, alderman of Ward 
1, which includes St. Jean’s, said 
he was ‘‘disappointed at the tac 
tics’’ being used by the city’s E 
ecutive Department to hur 
proposal through the proc 
aldermanic review. “Toda 
the first I heard of it,” Car- 
michael said. ‘‘They would have 


of 












acted on it without a public hear. 
ing,’’ he added incredulously. 

“T believe this is a move to cir- 
cumvent the Board of Aldermen,” 
DePasquale said, He complained 
that he had ‘‘no backup material 
at all’ on the proposed develop- 
ment and that all the information 
he had on it before Wednesday 
was a short item on the docket of 
last week's meeting of the full 
Board of Aldermen.'‘This after 
noon was the first real news I've 
had on it. There has been no input 
from the neighborhood and none 
from the ward aldermen,”’ he add- 
ed. 

Both Carmichael and DePas- 
quale said they thought the pro- 
posed housing project was pro- 
bably a desireable one, but they 
objected to the manner in which it 
was being presented. They said 
they were upset that the NCDA 
would request a ‘comprehensive 
permit’’ which would allow for 
unusual latitude in zoning and site 
plan requirments 

As explained by Director of 
Planning and Development Barry 
Canner, the development would 
include 36 units of elderly housing 
and 10 units for families who 
qualified. Canner said the city had 
to move fast on the project or 
“run the real chance of missing

“The whole idea of sports 
medicine has certainly become 
very chic, I think music 
medicine, for lack of a better 
term, is going to rival that,” 
sa redrik Wanger, 37, @ 
mus consultant to the three 
Boston area doctors who are 
pioneers in the field 









The birthplace of what 
Wanger terms ‘‘mus 
medicine’ is Massachusetts 


General Hospital where doc- 
tors Fred Hochberg, a 
neurologist, Robert Leffert, a 
hand surgeon, and Bhagwan 
Shahani, a neurophysiologist, 
use a team approach to the 
physical problems which 
plague musicians. 

“Obviously, musicians have 
had these problems for years, 
but there has never been any 
systematic approach to them,” 
Wanger says 

Wanger, an accomplished 
pianist in his own right, was 
asked to join the ‘‘team"’ as a 
consultant largely to overcome 
the language barriers between 
non-musicians and musicians. 

“People (musicians) feel 
much more at ease speaking to 
another musician about their 
problems than to a doctor,”’ he 
says.

Part of his excitement stems 
from the hope that study of the 
practice, performance and 
other habits of the musicians 
coming for treatment in com- 
bination with medical informa- 
tion will uncover ways to pre- 
vent the problems from 
developing in the first place. 

This would have applications 
in Wanger’s other occupation 
since leaving Boston Universi- 
ty fairly recently — giving 
private lessons from the studio 
where he will team up with his 
wife, Jane, who has taught 
piano out of their home for 10 
years. 

According to Wanger, his 
wife will continue to concen- 
trate on younger students 
(from beginners to age 13-14) 
and he is seeking ‘talented 
junior high and high school- 
aged” students as well as work 
with some college level 
students. 

The couple, who, not surpris- 
ingly, have two musically in- 
clined children, Charles, 18, 
and Jael, 11, met while both 
were. students at Oberlin Con- 
servatory in Ohio. Wanger then 
went on to study in Vienna 
under a Fulbright award. 

They perform as a couple 
several times a year, including 
a recent ‘four hands’’ per- 
formance at the All-Newton 
Music School.

Mayor calls for halt to courthouse sale 


NEWTON - The mayor, acting 
as chairman of the County Ad- 
visory Board, has called for a 
committee to investigate the pro- 
posed sale of the vacant Cam- 
bridge District Court building toa 
Somerville law firm. 


Middlesex County Advisory 
board Chairman and Newton 
Mayor Theodore Mann called on 
county commisioners last week to 
suspend the sale for now 


In a letter to commission chair- 
man Thomas Larkin, Mann said 
he has been advised the sale is be- 
ing made without a valid public 
hearing and that neither a formal 
reuse nor a public bid procedure 
has been follow Larkin, who is 





the only commissioner to oppose 
the move, had reportedly been 
leaning toward selling the proper- 
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ty to the state trial court, which 
recently offered the county 
$350,000 for the vacant building. 
However Commissioners 
Michael McLaughlin and John 
Danehy voted 2-1 to approve the 
sale last Tuesday to the law firm 
of Dropkin, Perlman, Leavitt, 
Shuman and Rubkin which an- 


nounced plans to convert the 
building into condominium of- 
fices. 


Larkin and Mann are concerned 
about the price of $175,000 which 
the firm has offered, a price they 
feel is too low. In his letter to the 
chairman, Mann wrote ‘In light 
of what, at best appears to be a 
hasty business decision, I thus 
recommend that no further action 
be taken on this proposed sale un- 
til such time as the Middlesex 
County commissioners have

In a telephone interview, Mann 
said he also intends to appoint a 
seperate committee to investigate 
the sale. 

Mann is also asking that the 
commissioners obtain two more 
appraisals so that a fair value for 
the property can be determined. 
Several appraisals have already 
been done. An appraiser chosen 
by Danehy several months ago 
estimated the value of the proper- 
ty at $798,000 for use as a court 
and $374,000 for use as offices. 
However Danehy and McLaughlin 
felt that that valuation was too 
high and elected to have another 
appraisal performed. That ap- 
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praisal was completed in mid 
summer and set the value of the 
property at $170,000 for use as of- 
fices but gave no figures for use as 
a court because a court use would 
have been “‘obsolete.”’ 

Mann has also called for a 
public hearing to examine the 
potential reuses for the building, 
which has been vacant since 1974 
when the adjoining superior court 
high-rise building opened. Mann 
also stated in his letter that the 
property should formally be put 
out to bid. 


“T cannot overemphasize the 
seriousness of the contemplated 
procedure,’’ Mann stated,‘‘as it 
gives the appearance, whether 
rightfully or wrongfully, that 
there is something questionable 
about it.”’

The district was an important 
area in Newton Corner’s develop- 
ment and architecturally it con- 


















tains a wide variety of 
Ninetheenth Century as 
well as the work ‘al 


distinguished architects including 
Henry Hobson Richardson, Alex- 
ander Esty and landscape ar- 
chicect Alexander Wadsworth 
Newton Corner’s development 
was spurred byu the establis! 
ment of the railroad between 
Boston and Newton in 1834. The 
‘Meteor’s’’ daily runs between 
the two cities made Newton easily 
accessible to Boston and en- 
couraged Bostonians to settle in 
the Garden City area. 
With an_ influx 
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middle-class Bostonians in the 
Newton Corner area, the Farlow- 
Kenrick Parks District, which is 
adjacent to the original railroad 
route, was at the center of this 
early development of Newton as a 
major suburb. 

The district gets its name from 
the two parks which fall within its 
boundaries. Farlow Park was laid 
out between 1883 and 1885 on land 
donated to the city by John 
Farlow. It was modeled after the 
Boston Public Garden and was 
planted with specimen trees. 

The park also contained a small 
pond which was spanned by an 
iron footbridge. Although the pond 
has since disappeared, the foot- 
bridge remains. 

Kenrick Park, an oval, tree- 
lined park surrounded by fine 
homes, lies at the intersection of 
Park, Church and Franklin 
Streets. It was one of the first 
residential parks developed in 
Newton, and was laid out in 1870 
by Alexander Wadsworth, who 
was responsible for the design of 
Mount Auburn Cemetery in Cam- 
bridge 

The large houses around the 
park include a stone mansardic 
cottage, circa 1870, a Greek 
Revival home with Gothic details, 
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dating from the 1850s and William 
Kenrick’s own Federal home, cir- 
ca 1822 

According to Newton Historical 
Society officials, every major 
Nineteenth Century architectural 
style is represented on Kenrick 
Park, including Greek Revival, 
Italianate, Queen Anne, Masard, 


shingle, stick and Colonial 
Revival styles 

Fee for the tour will be $5 for 
Newton Historical Society 
members and $7 for nonmembers.

A simple life saver 


Fire Prevention Week, October 3-9, is 
one of those declarations which bring a 
yawn to some people. There’s Fire Preven- 
tion Week, Stop Smoking Week, Take a 
Legislator to Lunch Week, and on and on. 

It is unfortunate so many things are 
“commemorated’’ with a special week or 
special day. Because in this case, the week 
deserves to be noted. 

Fire Prevention Week, according to 
Newton Fire Chief Edward Reilly, began 
in the last century following the 
devastating Chicago fire which raged out 
of control for three days and claimed hun- 
dreds of lives. 

But in these times we have only to look at 
the daily headlines as reminders of the 
serious, and sometimes fatal, nature of 
fire. 

Two weeks ago newspapers carried the 
sad and shocking photo of a_ Boston 
emergency medical technician trying to 
revive a little boy rescued from a South 
End house fire. The boy, Daniel Soltren, 
died from smoke inhalation. 

Boston fire officials said afterward that 
had a working smoke detector been in 
place, no jives would have been lost. It isa 
story told over and over by fire officials in 
Boston and Newton and around the coun- 
tr 





But, like Fire Prevention Week itself, 
the advice is something to consider. Smoke 
detectors do save lives - a fact that can be 
backed up by hundreds of survivors who 
recall the sgreeching sound cf a smoke 
detector in the middle of the night which 
woke them up, and saved their lives. 

During Fire Prevention Week other 
things can be considered. Smokers can be 
admonished not to smoke in bed; children 
can be told to not play with matches; and 
campers can be reminded to be sure a 
camp fire is extinguished before moving 
on. 

All these are important, but with the im- 
age still fresh of the recent tragedy which 
killed a four-year-old boy, perhaps it’s 
time to commemorate national Fire 
Prevention Week with the simple purchase 
- and installation - of a smoke detector

Mayor frowns on tax bill shift

NEWTON — The mayor said he doesn’t 
believe the size of a house determines the oc- 
cupants ability to pay taxes, in response to the 
aldermanic proposal to increase taxes on 
larger homes. 

“The value of a home is no measure of 
one’s ability to pay taxes,’’ said Mayor Mann 
on Friday, in response to the Residential Real 
Estate Tax Exemption Program 

State legislation creating the option for 
cities to shift the tax burden to higher valued 
homes stipulates the change must be approved 
by the mayor. 

Alderman Michael Malec received a 
favorable vote from the aldermen last Monday 
for his proposal to shift the tax burden from 
homes valued under $115,000 to more valuable 
properties, 

“Simply because he (the mayor) said the 
size of a home doesn’t reflect their ability to 
pay, doesn’t mean anything more than his opi- 
nion,’’ said Malec on Sunday. 

Malec went on to say, if the mayor backs 
his opinion up with figures, then he may have a 
case. 

“T persuaded 14 out of 19 aldermen using 
hard data to back up my opinions,”’ said 
Malec. 

According to Malec, no one has refuted his 
contention that people with a higer valued 
home can also afford to pay more tax. 

Spending months to compare census data 
with city valuations, Malec is quite sure his 
data is on target. 

“It is my hope the mayor looks the pro- 
posal over carefully, because a remedy of this 
sort is necessary,’’ concluded Malec. 

The fate of Malec’s plan rest with the 
mayor, as he is the only one who can imple- 
ment the proposal, according to Malec. 

Mann believes the city has other remedies 
in place for people who need tax relief. 
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“There are ways for people who can’t af- 
ford to pay taxes to receive tax relief under ex- 
isting laws,” said Mann 

Promising to help taxpayers in every way 
the city can the mayor said, ‘‘No one in the city 


will lose their home because of inability to 
ay.” 
is Under Malec’s plan to shift the tax burden,

NEWTON — The Board of Aldermen has ap- 
proved the appropriation of more than $14,000 
for Mayor Theodore Mann's legal fees, but a 
Massachusetts Appeals Court judge has 
ordered that the money be withheld pending 
final outcome a legal dispute between Mann 
and his former secretary, Diane Ossinger 

The legal fees were billed to the city by at- 
torney Edward Barshak for his work in defen- 
ding Mann in a lawsuit pressed by Ossiner. She 
is suing him for back pay lost and damages 
suffered when the mayor fired her for alleged- 
ly absconding with more than $24,000 worth of 
his paychecks over a four-year period 

Ossinger was found innocent of all charges 
in October of 1980 

Some of Barshak's bill stems from the action 
of Newton businessman Vincent Filipone, who, 
along with 28 taxpayers, has filed a suit aimed 
at blocking the city’s payment of Mann's legal 
fees. Filipone recorded the court ordered stay 
as a victory for his group and labeled the 
alderman who approved the payment “rubber 
stampers.” 

Filipone wondered why there was such a 
rush to pay Mann's legal fees before a final 
determination was made on the charges 
against him, ‘‘Let the mayor pay Barshak out 
of his own pocket. He's stated that he’s finan- 
‘ially independent. If he wins, let the city pay 
,him back,” he said. 

Filipone contended that the mayor was not 
sope of his employment 
when he asked his secretary to deposit his 
paychecks, and, therefore, does not deserve to 
be indemnified by the city in any suit pressed 
against him. ‘If I get into trouble, can I ask 
you to pay my legal fees?"' Filipone asked 
rhetoricall 

Contending that he was actually speaking 
for some 20,000 taxpayers in the city, Filipone 
said he “chagrined and appalled at the 
way taxpayers’ money has been given away 
by the aldermen without proper deliberation. 
Only a handful of the aldermen are non- 
political and looking after the best interests of 
the constituents.” 

He added that ‘the influence of legal minds 
on the board has been erroneous,”’ and pledged 
to ‘fight to the death, during the next election, 
to get the politicians off the board." 

Filipone also contended that Barshak’s price 
per hour was too high. ‘$125 per hour equates 
to $360,000 per year!’ Filipone said. ‘‘How 
many attorneys in the world earn that? How 
many taxpayers could afford such expensive 
legal fees 

Aldermen Edward Richmond and Sondra 
Shick, both attorneys, told the Finance Com- 
mittee they had reviewed Barshak’s bill and 
agreed with the figures in it 

Filipone’s attorney Arthur Goldsmith added 
that the very need for outside cou 
questionable. He said, because Cit 
Daniel Funk was active in the early 
se, there was no basis for his claiming 

conflict of interest later on. ‘‘He had the con- 

flict on the day he advised the mayor to fire 

her (Ossinger). The conflict of interest is a 

sham,’’ Goldsmith said. 

Goldsmith said his briefs would be filed ear- 
ly in October and added that it would be up to

NEWTON Newton North High can 
already boast exchange programs for students 
studying French and Spanish. This month, a 
new exchange school in Florence, Italy, was 
added to the many-feathered cap of the 
school’s active Foreign Language Depart- 
ment. 

Since early September, 16 students from a 
public school in Florence — “‘Liceo Scientifico 
Antonio Gramsci *’ —have been staying with 
North students and their families while sampl- 
ing life at the high school. 

Their stay is actually the completion of the 
first exchange between the two schools. Last 
April, 13 North High students traveled to Italy 
to spend a month learning about Italian art, 
architecture and, of course, cuisine. 

The exchange has been a dream of North 
High Italian language teacher Maria Vallone 
since she began teaching there 10 years ago. 
Vallone, a Newton resident of Italian descent 
who received her master’s from the Universi- 
ty of Florence, began ‘‘working on this serious- 
ly” three years ago. 

Overcoming the Italian government’s ‘‘red 
tape” on allowing outsiders into one of their 
schools required the combined persistence of 
Vallone and North’s Language Department 
Head David Phelan 
‘Talk about APB’s (All Points Bulletin) out 
all over the place,”’ Vallone said describing the 
extensive contacts made by herself and 
Phelan in the hope of gaining support for the 
idea. 

The first group of North students eagerly 
raised enough money to offset the cost of their 
$650 round trip ticket by about $300.

“Five years in the same room with the same 
people,’’ North senior Maureen Parker said, 
clearly appalled by the idea. 

But, classmate Elizabeth Andreoli defended 
the practice, noting the Italian kids think the 
idea is ‘‘great.’’ 

“They think that is great because they get to 
really know the people they go to school with,” 
she said. 

Vallone, admits North High kids would pro- 
bably ‘‘go out of their minds” if the practice 
was adopted here, but, she says, there are 
benefits to such a system. 

“They become a solid, unified group — all 
moving toward the same goal,” Vallone sa 








Italian students spending time at North en-

NEWTON Hardship exemp- 
tions on tax payments filed by 
residents have ne, tripled 
compared to a previous fiscal 
year's figures and the number is 
growing, according to the 
assessors’ office 

In fiscal 1981 a total of 73 per- 
sons were granted an exemption 
under clause 18 of the 
Massachusetts General law 
Chapter 59

Accident meant school’s out for day

NEWTON CENTRE Brown 
Junior High students took an 


unexpected holiday Thursday as 
the school went without power 
following a bizarre ciie-car acci- 
dent which caused a huge explo- 
sion of a Boston Edison 
transformer and sheared a 4,000 
volt primary cable 

“It was almost like a battleship 
had blown up,” 9 fire official said 
Thursday 


The trouble started around 7 
p.m. Wednesday when a car 
driven by Newton Centre resident 
Mario Cugini, 45, of Country Club 
Road, hit the Edison pole in front 
of Brown, causing the pole to 
catch on fire. 


Things also went dark for about 
100 Boston Edison customers in 
the vicinity of the junior high on 
Meadowbrook Road when the 
transformer on the pole exploded 
around 7:10 p.m. Three Newton 
firefighters received flash burns 
to their eyes from the powerful 
blast which officials said caused 
“considerable damage.”

NEEDHAM At a time 
when town department heads 
across the state are complain- 
ing that Proposition 2% cut- 
backs have decimated their 
programs, Needham’s Parks 
and Recreation De ) 
Director Dick Foot, says its his 
“mission” to “shoot for the 
stars” and fulfill the ‘vision’ 
of his predecessors. 

Last year Foot’s tireless ef- 
forts netted $35,000 in private 
sector donations for his depart- 


ment and inspired more than 
500 people to volunteer their 
time. 

Recently, I accompanied 
Foot, who is 35, on a typical 
work day to see how he attracts 
so many volunteers and private 
backers to join his “mission,” 

8 a.m. Foot meets me at town 
hall and hands me an index 
card with his daily agenda 
typed out. I am his second ap- 
pointment of the day. He left 
his Laurel Drive home. yi 
goodbye to his wife Sus 
daughter Alyssa, early this 
morning to make a 7 am. 
meeting with the Rotary Club 
board of directors, It will end 
sometime after 7:30 p.m. when 
the arts in the park concert is 
over. Appointments are tightly 
spaced and throughout the day 
I am two steps behind him, try- 
ing to keep up. 

Foot's tiny office reflects his 
organization and industry. 
Bight clipboards hang from 
nails next to his desk. He calls 
these ‘charts that talk.”” He 
says they tell him everything 
he needs to know about the 
staff, pool, summer concerts, 
next park and recreation 
meeting, maintainance 
schedules and finances. 

9:00. Foot joins Donna Neff, 
president of the Needham Arts 
Council, to pre-record two 
public service announcements 
on N.C, Wyeth’'s 100th anniver- 
sary party and the forthcoming 
winter arts festival. Mrs. Neff 
says to me: ‘You're going to 
need rollerskates to keep up 
with him.’’ Representatives 
from the local chapter of the 
League of Women Voters also 
arrive to prerecord and Foot 
steer s the conversation toward 

‘latch key children,”’ or those 
with working parents who are 
allowed to wander around un- 
supervised before and long 
after school. 

Foot’s department wants to 
coordinate a townwide pro- 
gram for these youths and he 
wastes no time ‘networking’ 
(his word) with the other town 
officals. During the taping, 
Foot’s unprepared speech 
rivals the announcer’s for 
smoothness of delivery and 
tops it by far in enthusiasm. 
Favorite Foot expressions such 
‘it’s dynamite,”’ “it''s fan- 
I think it’s going to be 
xciting”’ ‘that's wonder-

Foot's passion for organizing 
people and programs, which he 
developed earning urban 
studies degrees from Spr- 
ingfield State and Boston 
University, has been put to the 
test many times throughout his 
life, 

Between 1970 and 1971, he 
served as an infantry platoon 
leader in the jungles of Viet- 
nam for 10 months, Although he 
says he ‘didn’t like the war any 
more than anyone else did,’ "he

describes it as ‘‘fine leadership 
experience”’ and says he would 
volunteer again. 

Between 1971 and 1974, Foot 
was a scout executive with the 
Boston Council of the Boy 
Scouts of America. He says he 
worked with this organization 
to fulfill three goals: success at 
youth work, fund raising and 
community work. 

His first assignment was the 
inner-city neighborhoods of 
Dorchester and Mattapan. 
Although he recalls now how 
“unnerving” it was to recruit 
scout volunteers at the Colum- 
bia Point Housing Project, he 
says ‘‘in another respect it was 
areal challenge.” 

His work with single-parent 
families there challenged the 
very tradition of scouting pro- 
grams, he says. ‘‘In Needham 
{where he later worked as a 
suburban scout leader before 
becoming parks and recreation 
director in 1974), scouts were 
being taught first aid for snake 
bites and how to use a com- 
pass,’ he says.

Owner Peter Patsio says to 
me: ‘One day following Dick 
Foot around should fill a week 
of newspapers.”’ 

11:00. Foot visits Glover 
Memorial Hospital to help plan 
its 70th anniversary outdoor 
celebration in Needham. He of- 
fers advice on everything from 
where to get prizes for the 
children to where to set up the 
tent and plug in the band 
members’ amplifiers. 

During lunch at the hospital 
cafeteria, Foot describes 
himself as ‘“‘a type A personali- 
ty, a person who prides himself 
on keeping six balls in the air 
while trying to get the seventh 
one up. 

“That’s me,"’ he says, ‘‘com- 
bined with a personal interest 
in accepting challenges, I love 
it. 

“T love the challenge of rais 
ing funds in a tax-restrictive 
era, of putting on more than 
humdrum yearly programs, of 
being creative, scrounging out 
funding sources and capitaliz 
ing on what comes before you,”’
